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PREFACE* 


Volume III. of the Reprint of the Minutes of the Grand 
Lodge covers the years from 1811 to 1816, inclusive. 

This Volume is probably more interesting than either of 
the preceding volumes. It contains much interesting matter 
in regard to the first Chestnut Street Hall, giving a full 
account of the dedication, the first meeting the Grand Lodge 
held in the Hall, as well as the music, addresses, and toasts at 
the various ceremonies attendant to the dedication. It also 
gives a full report of the committee in charge of the erection 
of the building. 

It contains notices of the death of Brother Jonathan Bayard 
Smith, who was first elected Grand Master in 1788, and who 
served a number of terms ; Brother Peter Le Barbier Duplessis, 
who was elected Grand Secretary in 1789, and who took a 
very active interest in the Grand Lodge for about thirty years, 
and Brother George A. Baker, who served as Grand Secretary 
for twenty years from 1796, and who was the first Grand 
Secretary to systematize the work of that office. 

In the preparation of this volume, as in the preceding vol- 
umes, care has been taken to give an exact reproduction of 
the minutes, so far as it is possible to do the work in type. 
The compiler, seeking the advice of prominent literary people, 
who have been engaged in similar work, and consulting with 
his fellow members of the Committee on Library, has had the 
minutes printed just as they are recorded. In some instances 
misspelled words as well as grammatical errors occur, but the 
reader can feel sure they are printed in the book just as they 
are recorded in the original minutes.

“ The Committee of Correspondence to whom were referred 
“the Communications from the Grand Lodge of North Caro- 
lina and Tennessee, containing their proceedings from De- 
“ cember 9 th ' 1808, to May 30 th ’ 1810 ; of the Grand Lodge of 
“Massachusetts, of December 11 th and 27 th ’ 1809; of the 
“ Grand Lodge of Ireland, of January 9 th ' 1810 ; of the Grand 
“Lodge of Virginia,, of April 1 st ' 1810 ; of the Grand Lodge 
“of New Hampshire, of July 1 st ’ 1810; of the Grand Lodge 
“ of Maryland, of November, 1809, and May, 1810 ; of the 
“Grand Lodge of South Carolina, Ancient York Masons, of 
“ May 10 th ' 1810, and of the Grand Lodge of Lower Canada, 
“ of September 10 th ’ 1810, beg leave to report. 

“ That they have examined the above mentioned Communi- 
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“ cations and find that the Grand Lodge of N. Carolina and 
“ Tennessee persist in their intention of constituting a Super- 
“ intending Grand Lodge of America, with corrective powers 
“ over all the Grand Lodges, and recommend a Grand conven- 
tion of the Grand Lodges for that purpose, to be held in the 
“City of Washington, &c., (or somewhere else in the United 
“States). That they decline interfering in the dispute be- 
“ tween the Brethren of the State of South Carolina, deeming 
“ such interference improper. That there is a dispute between 
“the Grand Lodge of North Carolina and Tennessee and the 
“Grand Lodge of Kentucky relative to Jurisdiction, the latter 
“having constituted two Lodges in the State of Tennessee, &c. 
“ That the said Communication doth contain a report on the 
“ above subject and the following resolutions, to wit : 

“Resolved, that one request more be made to the Grand 
“ Lodge of Kentucky to call in any charter or charters which 
“may have been issued by them, constituting a Lodge or 
“ Lodges in the state of Tennessee within the Jurisdiction of 
“the Grand Lodge of N. Carolina and Tennessee, and if the 
“ same is not by them done in a convenient time, that this 
“ Grand Lodge will forever renounce all further Communica- 
“ tions with them or any of their subordinate Lodges, And 
“that no Lodge under the Jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge 
“shall have any communication with them or any Lodge 
“under their Jurisdiction.” 

“Resolved further, that a copy of these proceedings betrans-

“ tion in the conduct of the Grand Lodge of Kentucky.” 

“The Communication from the Grand Lodge of Massa- 
“ chusetts contains a list of Grand Officers and an extract of 
“Proceedings for 1809, mentions the granting of five new 
“Warrants, &c.; nothing material.” 

“The Communication from the Grand Lodge of New 
“ Hampshire contains a copy of additional regulations lately 
“adopted, an oration delivered by Bro r - Ballou, June 2 6 th > 
2 
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“ 1810 ; the List of the Grand Officers chosen and appointed at 
“ the Grand Quarterly Communication holden in Portsmouth, 
“the 4 th Wednesday of April, 1810 ;.also a list of rejections, 
“ expulsions, and of the Subordinate Lodges 16 in number, 
“ though the last is N°- 20. It also mentions receiving com- 
“ munications from the Grand Lodges of Ireland, Nova Scotia, 
“Massachusetts, Rhode Island, New York, New Jersey, Penn- 
sylvania, Delaware , Maryland, Virginia, Ohio, Kentucky, N. 
“ Carolina and Tennessee, South Carolina and Georgia, (15,) 
“ whereby it would seem that they had recognized the Granbl 
“ Lodge of Delaware.” 

“ The Communication from the Grand Lodge of Ireland 
“ does contain a list of Grand Officers, of rejections of Candi- 
dates, expulsions, &c. Your Committee find the following 
“ in the said Communication : “ And for the information of 
“ the Craft in general it is necessary to observe that no Cer- 
“ tificates are genuine, which have been issued or granted since 
“ the 1 st May, 1806, unless the same up to the 24 th June, 1806, 
“ are signed by Bro r - John Leech, Grand Secretary, during that 
“ period, or by Bro r * the Rev d - Doct r - Robert Hancock, the 
“present Grand Secretary ; and further, that no person acting 
“ under or assisting at meetings held under illegal or pretended 
“Warrants, or producing Certificates with any Signatures but 
“ the aforesaid, countersigned by William Francis Graham, 
“ Deputy Grand Secretary, will be admitted into or receive 
“ countenance or relief from any regular Lodge in his 
“ Majesty’s dominions or elsewhere.” 

“ The Communication from the Grand Lodge of Virginia 
“ contains a list of the Grand Officers, a list of Suspensions 
“and expulsions, and the following resolutions :” 

“Resolved unanimously, That the conduct of the body of 
“men styling themselves The Grand Lodge of South Carolina , 
“in adopting the said Act of incorporation and Union with 
“persons called Modern Masons, is a removal of the Land 
“Marks of A. Y. Masonry, a departure from the first princi- 
ples of our Society and a palpable violation of the most 
“ sacred duties incumbent on all A. Y.. Masons ; without ques-

“ Resolved unanimously, That this Grand Lodge do highly 
“ approve of the truly Masonic, firm, wise and virtuous con- 
“ duct of S*- John’s Lodge, N°- 31, of Charleston, South Caro- 
“ lina, and the other Lodges associated with it, in resisting the 
“said dangerous innovation and adhering to the ancient 
“ Landmarks and principles of our institution, and that this 
“ Grand Lodge will with sincere pleasure, interchange Com- 
“munications with the Grand Lodge of A. Y. Masons estab- 
lished in South Carolina, S*- John’s Lodge, N°* 31, and the 
“ other Lodges associated with it.” 

“ Resolved unanimously, That it be and it is hereby spec- 
“ ially recommended to the Lodges under the Jurisdiction of 
“ this Grand Lodge, to be particularly scrupulous in the exam- 
“ ination of all visitors, and admit none who may in any way 
“ have departed from the duties and works of A. Y. Masonry.” 

“ The Communication from the Grand Lodge of Maryland 
“ contains a list of Grand Officers, Rejections of Candidates and 
“ expulsion of members, and nothing material besides.” 

“ The Communication from the Grand Lodge of S. Carolina, 
“ A. Y. Masons mentions that they have appointed a Com- 
“mittee for the purpose of receiving applications from the 
“Lodges or Brethren who have seceded and wish to come 
“ again under the Jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge of A. Y. 
“ Masons, and contains copies of the proceedings of the Grand 
“ Lodges of Kentucky and Virginia against the Grand Lodge 
“ of Free and Accepted Masons of South Carolina.” 

“The Communication from the Grand Lodge of Lower 
“ Canada contains a list of Grand Officers and a list of 
“ subordinate Lodges, (16). 

“The Warrant N°* 13 or S L Andrews Lodge, River Du- 
“ chesne district of Montreal is cancelled and erased from the 
“list of Lodges in Lower Canada for unmasonic conduct.” 

“The Grand Lodge perfectly coincides with the R. W« 
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“ Grand Lodge of Pennsylvania in their resolves relative to 
“ illegal Masonic meetings and to the unmasonic proceedings 
“ of some of the Lodges in South Carolina, &c.”

“That they have carefully examined the same, and find 
“ them consistent with the principles of our Ancient Institu- 
“ tion ; they therefore beg leave to recommend that this Grand 
“ Lodge approve of them.”

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Resolved Unanimously, That the Grand Officers, together 
with the Masters of the different Lodges, be a Grand Com- 
mittee for the purpose of making Arrangements for the con- 
ducting the procession on the Dedication of the New Hall and 
for devising Ways and Means of defraying the Expences 
thereof. 

On Motion made and Seconded, 

Resolved Unanimously, That the R. W. Deputy Grand 
Master, Senior and Junior Grand Wardens, Grand Secretary 
and Grand Treasurer be a Committee to procure suitable 
Clothing for the Grand Officers previous to the Dedication of 
the New Hall. 

The R. W. Grand Master was pleased to state that he had 
prepared a Charge which he conceived proper to be trans- 
mitted to the Country Lodges under this Jurisdiction, and 
presented the same for the Consideration of this R. W. Grand 
Lodge. The said Charge was thereupon read and is as fol- 
lows, to wit : 

“To the Worshipful Master, Senior and Junior Wardens 
“ and Brethren of Lodge N°- 

“ It has for several years past been a Custom in the City of 
“ Philadelphia for the Grand Master attended by the other 
“ Officers of the R. W. Grand Lodge of Pennsylvania, to pay 
“ an annual visit to the several Lodges which hold their 
“ sittings in that place.” 

“ The practice being attended with many advantages, it has 
“ been our ardent desire that the lodges in the Country should 
“ also partake of the benefit of it. But several difficulties of 
“an insurmountable nature have hitherto opposed themselves 
“to the measure.” 

“The limited resources of the Grand Lodge will not admit 
“ of the expences of sending a deputation to traverse the whole 
“ range of our widely dispersed Societies. The Lodges them- 
“ selves are many of them not in a situation to defray it ; and 
“a still greater obstacle arises from the impossibility of the 
“Grand Officers neglecting their necessary avocations and 
“ families by so long an absence as the duty would require, 
“or of finding brethren of leisure who could supply their 
“places.” 
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“Nevertheless it is hoped that at some future day a plan 
“may be organized that will in some shape impart to our 
“brethren in the Country the advantages of which they are 
“ now deprived.” 

“ In the meantime it is the intention of the Grand Lodge 
“ as occasion may offer, to seek through their Officers as far as 
“ is convenient a personal intercourse with the lodges, more 
“immediately in the vicinity of the City, to address our 
“ advices from time to time in the present form to those 
“whose residence is at a greater distance.” 

“We are happy in this first opportunity of greeting you 
“ with the salutations of brotherly affection, of imploring from 
“the Almighty Architect of the Universe, a blessing upon your 
“labours and of stimulating you to every good- word and 
“ work in the business of the Craft.” 

“Brethren are you aware of the high standing to which 
“ your connection with this antient and honorable institution 
“ has elevated you ? Do you consider it a light matter to 
“ have your names enrolled in the records of a Society that 
“ has not grown out of any of the fluctuating notions of past 
“ or of present times, but which originated in the remotest 
“ ages of antiquity, was originally founded upon principles 
“ dictated by the great disposer of all things, and under his 
“ almighty protection has withstood the shocks of civil wars, 
“ national contests, religious bigotry, political revolution and 
“we may add both the direct assault of its opposers and the 
“ equally destructive mistakes and errors of its bad professors.” 

“ Is it nothing for you to be united with an institution thus 
“singularly protected by providence through a long course 
“ of ages that are past, and still subsisting we trust in un- 
“ diminished splendor throughout all the most civilized parts 
“ of the habitable globe ? ” 

“ In the same manner in which you find yourselves em- 
“ ployed, have kings and princes, sages and Philosophers, 
“ heroes and patriots whose names stand upon bright and 
“ luminous record in the annals of history been also engaged.” 

“Prize, therefore, the inestimable privilege which you have 
“acquired, study the nature and design of these delightful 
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“ associations, remove from your minds that frivolity and in- 
“ considerateness which would change into a society of Bac- 
“ chanals, an institution in the purest principles of an en- 
lightened Morality, rational religion and expanded benifi- 
“cence.” 

“We enjoin it not upon you to relinquish the temperate 
“gratifications of social and convivial intercourse when the 
“ serious and weighty labours of the lodge are ended, but we 
“ do enjoin it upon you y that at masonic banquets you should 
“ never consider yourselves as divested of the character of 
“ Masons.” 

“ Without restricting you by rules of unnecessary rigidity, 
“ let us nevertheless intreat you on these occasions to conduct 
“ every thing with decency and in order. Let the innocence 
“ indicated by the badges you wear in the lodge be 'found in 
“ your language and deportment at the festive board. While 
“perfect good humour, true brotherly affection and a zealous 
“ love of the Craft predominate on these occasions, for your 
“ own sakes and that of the institution to which you hav^ 
“pledged your support, avoid all intemperance and excess, and 
“ never give your beloved families occasion to regret the sum- 
“ mons which calls you from them to attend upon the duties 
“ of the Lodge.” 

“ Excuse us, brethren, for commencing our advices to you 
“by noticing a particular that strictly speaking, regards your 
“ conduct out of the Lodge. But we have been led to it from 
“ a conviction that in many instances there has been great and 
“just cause to lament the inattention of our brethren to their 
“ conduct during the season of refreshment after labour. In 
“these hints no particular censure is intended upon any 
“ lodge, but they are designed to guard you and the brethren 
“ of all our lodges against future errors in a particular, on 
“ which the benefit of our society to its own members and its 
“reputation in the world so much depend.” 

“ The world knows not from its ignorance of our proceed- 
“ ings but that the excesses, which have sometimes followed the 
“ meetings of our Lodges, have been transacted in the lodges 
“ themselves, and nothing will remedy the evil but a convic- 
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“ tion of its enormity in the minds of our members and an un- 
“ remitted attention to their duty on the part of the Officers 
“ of lodges.” 

“We are unfortunately from the want of communication 
“ with our distant lodges, not so well informed as we could de- 
“ sire of the mode in which they conduct the administrations 
“ of our sacred Mysteries, and we are sensible that they labour 
“ under great difficulties in this respect, owing to their situa- 
“ tions in many instances precluding them from very frequent 
“ opportunities of seeing our work carried on by the most 
“ skillful and expert craftsmen. Many, however, who have 
“ taken great pains to acquire knowledge are to be found in 
“ various places, and we would equally solicit the ignorant not 
“ to be ashamed to ask for information, and to the well in- 
“ formed not to refuse to impart it.” 

“Your occasional visits to the City of Philadelphia may 
“sometimes afford you the opportunity of meeting lodges 
“ there and we have great pleasure in assuring you, that our 
“present unexampled prosperity and the capability of many 
“of our Masters and Officers afford very ample means of 
“instruction. 

“ Shall we detain you brethren by pointing your attention 
“ for a few minutes to some other circumstances in which an 
“attention to our counsels may prove serviceable to your 
“ lodge ?” 

“You should not only become expert in the work of the 
“ lodge, but adhere invariably to the antient landmarks, con- 
“ necting with the legal ceremonies no unwarrantable frivoli- 
ties towards candidates. Let them progress through the 
“ several stages of their advancement with increased love and 
“ respect for masonry and renewed impressions of the solem- 
nity and weight of their obligations.” 

“ In the Circumstance now referred to, much depends upon 
“ the brethren, more upon the Officers of the Lodge. Let all 
“ unite in preserving the dignity, the seriousness, the har- 
“mony, the decorum in which the upright mason should 
“always feel a pleasure and a pride.” 

“ Brethren do you attend the Lodge at the stated days of 
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“meeting if not unavoidably prevented? are you punctual to 
“the appointed time of meeting? Do you begin and close 
“your labours at the prescribed constitutional hours? Do 
“you avoid uunecessarily withdrawing during the transaction 
“of business? Are you obedient to your Officers? Do you 
“ dilligently attend to the discharge of your dues? Do you 
“ constantly bear in mind your relation and duty to the Grand 
“ Lodge? ” 

“ These are questions important in their nature and w 7 e 
“ hope you can individually answer the most of them in the 
“ affirmative. If not we admonish you with the authority 
“ which our station gives us, and our affection for you dictates, 
“so to amend whatever may be amiss as a thorough con- 
“ scientious enquiry of each into his own behaviour may tell 
“him is required.” 

“Brethren, let us further suggest to you that the beauty of 
“a lodge not only consists in the able exhibition of its 
“mysteries by the Officers, and in the correct deportment of 
“ its members, but also in the neatness, if not elegance of its 
“Jewels, ornaments and decorations. We would not recom- 
“mend expence in these articles beyond the means of the 
“ lodge or its members, but would suggest the expediency of 
“ enquiring whether some useless expenditure may not be 
“retrenched, some less important personal gratification be 
“ omitted, in order to contribute to the amendment of the 
“ appearance of the lodge.” 

“ When everything is comely in the apparatus and furni- 
“ ture and implements, how is the pleasure and alacrity of the 
“ members of the lodges increased ! What a powerful effect 
“ does it produce in individual behaviour ! what a stimulus to 
“ the introduction of respectable new members ! Believe us 
“these things are of more importance than most of you 
“ imagine.” 

“We should forego one of the greatest pleasures to our- 
“ selves and we hope to you in this Communication, did we 
“ omit to notice and congratulate each other upon the present 
“flourishing state of our order.” 

“The extensive correspondence of the Grand Lodge has 
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“acquainted them with the wide extended and increasing 
“celebrity and improvement of the whole institution. Im- 
“ mediate observation gives us cause of infinite satisfaction at 
“the prosperity of our own lodges.” 

“ In the City more particularly, a zealous revival has taken 
“ place and we are now daily numbering of our order many 
“of our best and most worthy Citizens distributed through 
“the various lodges.” 

“ The ardor of the brethren has led them to a stupendous 
“ undertaking in the erection of a magnificent new hall for 
“their accommodation, and though in a w T ork of so much 
“ magnitude we have difficulties to contend with, we hope 
“under the continued smiles of the almighty Master builder 
“to dedicate this august temple to his service in the course 
“ of the ensuing summer. Although the Circumstances of 
“ our Country Lodges may not ,admit their stretching forth to 
“the Grand Lodge a helping hand in this arduous, but most 
“ useful work, we at least solicit your prayers and good wishes 
“ for a prosperous issue to our exertions.” 

“We conclude my brethren, by inviting the more regular 
“attendance of your officers at the Stated meetings of the 
“ Grand Lodge, or if not already done, that you would appoint 
“ a proxy to represent you there, and by requesting you to be 
“ regular in making your returns and discharging your dues 
“to that body.” 

“ Thus will a fraternal communion be more steadily main- 
“ tained and no censure attach to you for disobedience to the 
“ requirements of the fountain of your masonic privileges.” 

“ And now may the Father of mercies take the brethren of 
“your Lodge into his holy keeping and direction. May 
“ brotherly love, undisturbed harmony, pure morals, mutual 
“reliefs, Masonic Zeal abound amongst you. May your num- 
“bers increase, and may they be such as are worthy, may 
“ knowledge and prudence keep pace with your growth, and 
“ when the pleasures and delights of your terrestrial lodges are 
“ closed by the swift winged messenger of the Supreme Grand 
“ Master, may he translate you to his sublime Grand Lodge of 
“perfection, where a season of never ending refreshment will 
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“ reward the labours of love in which you have here en- 
“ gaged. 

“ Amen, So mote it be, Amen. James Milnor.”

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inations, and the Directors of the Academy of Fine Arts, to- 
gether with many other respectable Characters, and a brilliant 
assemblage of Ladies. 

After the services were concluded, the Procession was again 
taken up in the same Order and proceeded from the Church 
along the South side of Race to Fourth Street, along the East 
side of Fourth to Arch Street, along the South side of Arch to 
Third Street, along the East side of Third to Chestnut Street, 
and along the South side of Chestnut Street to the New Hall. 
The Front of the Procession having arrived at the New Hall, 
the Brethren halted, faced inwards and opened their Ranks as 
before. The Members of the New Hall, (or Building,) Com- 
mittee, carrying the Key, moved on to the Front Door of the 
New Hall, unlocked and opened the same on the approach of 
the R. W. Grand Master. The R. W. Grand Master, preceded 
by the Grand Banner bearer, Grand Pursuivant and Grand 
Deacons, followed in the First place by the Grand Lodge, in 
the Second place by all the Masters of the Lodges, (who left 
their Lodges as the Grand Lodge passed by them and fell in im- 
mediately after the Grand Lodge according to Seniority,) and 
in the Third place by the remainder of the procession, closing 
from the rear, thereupon entered the New Hall in Ancient 
and Solemn Form. 

On the Grand Masters reaching Solomon's Chair, the 
Officers and Members took their Seats. The Lodge was then 
placed in the Centre of the Hall, and the Three Lights with 
the Golden Cornu-copise and Pitchers, containing Com, Wine 
and Oil, were placed thereon. The Bible, Square and Com- 
passes on a Crimson Velvet Cushion were placed on the Grand 
Master’s Pedestal, and the Grand Lodge was Tyled.

The Grand Secretary intimated to the R. W. Grand Master, 
the Architect’s desire to return the implements entrusted to 
his care in the erecting of the Hall. Whereupon, Brother 
Darragh, the Architect, addressed the Grand Master, who ex- 
pressed his high satisfaction at the completion of the Hall, 
and commanded the Grand Wardens to receive back the 
Implements, which was complied with, and they were laid on 
the Lodge. 

The Grand Secretary then informed the Grand Master that 
it was the desire of the Brethren to have the Hall Dedicated 
to The Grand Architect of the Universe and to Masonry. The 
Grand Master thereupon commanded his Grand Officers, and 
requested the favour of the R. W. Grand Masters of the R. W. 
Grand Lodges of New Jersey and Maryland, and of his 
Venerable predecessors, the R. W. Past Grand Masters of 
Pennsylvania, to assist in that Solemn Ceremony. 

A Dedication Prayer was then offered up by the Reverend 
Brother George Richards, D. D., One of the Grand Chaplains. 

The Grand Officers then made a Procession round the Lodge 
Three different Times, at the end of which the Grand Master, 
strewing Corn over the Lodge, declared in Solemn Form the 
Hall Dedicated To The Grand Architect of The Universe and 
to Masonry, which being proclaimed by the Grand Secretary, 
the Grand Honours were given. The Grand Officers again 
made a Procession round the Lodge Three different Times, at 
the End of which the Grand Master pouring Wine over the 
Lodge, declared in Solemn Form the Hall Dedicated To 
Virtue and Science, which being proclaimed by the Grand 
Secretary, the Grand Honours were given as before. The 
Grand Officers again made a Procession round the Lodge 
Three different Times, at the end of which the Grand Master 
pouring Oil on the Lodge in Solemn Form, declared the Hall 
Dedicated to Universal Charity and Benevolence, which being 
proclaimed by the Grand Secretary, the Grand Honours were 
given as before.

great Light of Masonry, they display its influence by 
lives spent in Acts of Piety and Devotion. 

9. The Mystic Signal. — The Last Appeal ; never be it given 

without effect ! 

At Half past 8 o’clock in the Evening the Company separ- 
ated in the utmost Harmony and good Order. 

The Solemn and impressive solemnities of the Day were not 
interrupted by any unpleasant occurrences. As large a con- 
course of spectators as were ever Assembled on a public Occa- 
sion, conducted themselves with the greatest propriety and De- 
corum, and the display made by the Craft in the Procession, 
(about 750 in Number,) far excelled in Beauty and Order any 
former exhibition of a similar kind. 

Oration on Masonry 
delivered at 

S 4, John’s Church in the City of Philadelphia 
at the request of the 

Right Worshipful Grand Lodge of Pennsylvania 
on John’s Day, June 24 th ' 1811,

Grand Master. 

The connexion of the institution of Free Masonry with the 
mechanic arts, and more particularly with that of architecture, 
has frequently occasioned the agency of its members to be 
solicited in the conduct of ceremonials used at the commence- 
ment and completion of public structures. In Europe much 
of the pomp and solemnity exhibited on such occasions has 
been derived from this society, which has always manifested 
a becoming promptitude and zeal, as well in the encourage- 
ment of works of art calculated to embellish the places of 
their erection, as of the scientific, moral, religious or beneficent 
objects of the institutions to which they appertain. 

The solemn dedication of their own lodges, it has immcmor- 
ially been the usage of Masons to accompany with the most 
impressive evidences of the serious and instructive nature of 
their institution. Public exhibitions of the badges and im- 
plements of their order neither are, nor ought to be eagerly 
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sought ; but it has been conceived due to the interesting event 
of a successful completion of a great and arduous undertaking, 
that none of the accustomed rites of our ancient and honour- 
able society should on this occasion be neglected. 

The determination of the Grand Lodge has been followed by 
one painful circumstance to him who has now the honour of 
addressing this respectable and crowded audience. He has 
been constrained by his Official station and the solicitations 
of the brethren, to assume a duty of a novel and embarrassing 
nature, from which, had obedience and respect permitted, he 
would gladly have retired. On the united indulgence of his 
brethren and his fellow Citizens, he depends for a favourable 
reception of a few unadorned reflections, and imperfect eluci- 
dations, of the antiquity, nature and design of the oldest in- 
stitution at this time existing in the known world, followed by 
a few counsels to our members, arising out of the subject, and 
the auspicious solemnities of the day. 

On the point of our antiquity there is no division of senti- 
ment, either amongst the members of our fraternity, or others 
who have been at the pains of investigating the subject. Some 
however would carry back our annals not only to the remote 
ages of the world, but to the origin of the world itself, in 
which respect they are only so far incorrect, as to claim for the 
ceremonials of the masonic system an antiquity which belongs 
more certainly to the principles on which it is founded. 

Those principles have their unquestioned source in the pure 
and immaculate mind of the Almighty Architect, and his 
beneficence to the human race in their implantation in the 
mind of man, is forever a subject of humble gratitude in the 
mind of every faithful Mason. To this divine source of light 
and knowledge were the first framers of our inestimable order 
indebted for the means of so settling its foundations and rais- 
ing its goodly superstructure, as to render it impregnable to 
every attack, hostile or insidious, that has ever been aimed at 
its existence. While, however, we do not claim for the order, 
in a form similar to what we see it now assume, a birth coeval 
with creation, yet its rudiments are to be found in the earliest 
efforts of mankind in the art of building, and more particu- 
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larly in some of those stupendous monuments of art, which 
sacred history informs us occupied the industry of men in the 
first ages of the world. Operative masonry preceded that 
which we term Spiritual, or sometimes, though incorrectly, 
speculative. Associations in the lahours of a handicraft occu- 
pation produced an intimate union of its followers in the in- 
terests connected with their pursuits in life. These led to an 
extension of the objects of their union beyond the views of 
those with whom it commenced. The narrow limits of a con- 
tracted professional intercourse were soon disregarded. Mem- 
bers of the other mechanical branches of human industry 
were admitted into fellowship, the ties of mutual friendship 
were strengthened, and the general interests of architecture 
and the other useful arts were advanced by a combination of 
all the talents and exertions of their numerous professions. A 
yet more liberal extension of the benefits of this social 
fraternity at length succeeded. The institution no longer 
excluded from its meetings, the votaries of science, the teach- 
ers of religion, the cultivators of Philosophy. Under the dis- 
posing hand of providence, a measure at first of apparently the 
most confined tendency, eventuated in the establishment of a 
confederacy of the wise and good of all nations, engaged them 
in the most laudable objects of emulation, without distinction 
of sect or name, and gave promise of a duration to this work 
as permanent as the globe itself. 

I do not contemplate a profound investigation of the various 
circumstances attending the formation and progress of this 
magnificent plan. Many of them, like other remote historical 
transactions, be buried in the gloom of obscurity, some are 
illumed by a doubtful light, and others can only be commented 
upon within the hallowed walls of the lodge itself. One fact, 
however, is handed down to us by evidence which we deem 
indisputable. It is our well grounded boast that although 
Masonry did not originate with, yet it is indebted to Solomon, 
the wisest of men, for some of its most essential embellishments 
and characteristic securities against decay. 

From the days in which he was engaged in complying with 
the high behests of Almighty wisdom, by the erection of a 
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sublime temple to the glory of the King of Universal nature, 
exhibiting a display of unrivalled taste and skill in architect- 
ural grandeur and magnificence, a faithful tradition has trans- 
mitted to us imperishable memorials of the Assiduity in the 
promotion of the royal art. Through a long line of disting- 
uished professors, the utmost reverence has been maintained 
for this dignified and renowned Grand Master, , whose superior 
wisdom, as evinced by the sacred records, is with us still 
further established by the permanent advantages secured by 
him to the indestructible fabric of the lodge. His temple, the 
product of so much wisdom and labour, has in the fulfilment 
of divine volition fallen into ruins. Reared a second time, it 
has long since been overtaken by destruction, but the Temple 
of Masonry still endures. It has withstood the waste of ages, 
and continues to look without the indulgence of a single fear 
for its own safety, at the gradual decline, or more rapid over- 
throw, of the various other movements of man’s wisdom and 
industry from time to time laid prostrate around it. 

Shall we be considered as vain-glorious when we insist that 
strong antidotes against the fell destroyer, to which other asso- 
ciations have fallen victims, are possessed by the votaries of 
this august edifice, or will be accused of presumption in con- 
sidering it as singularly protected by the guardianship of that 
omniscient providence without whose divine permission not 
even a sparrow falls ? 

It would be a matter of interest and amusement to deduce 
the history of Masonry from the times already spoken of 
through a succession of after ages, to point out its extensive 
ramifications through the different parts of the civilized 
world, to exhibit the manner in which its useful purposes 
have been accomplished under all the disparities and conten- 
tions of nations, sects and parties, to evince its powerful in- 
fluence at various times in softening the passions of men ; in 
assuaging the horrors of war, and in rescuing the helpless sons 
of poverty and misfortune from the miseries of sickness and 
distress. A still more lively feeling of interest and pleasure 
would be created by confining our view to the land of our fore- 
fathers, from which our original authority for carrying on the 
5 
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work of the Craft was derived, and with whom, as an inde- 
pendent body, we continue to maintain the most amicable 
intercourse. 

There we should witness its existence under the dominion 
of a Csesar ; its subsequent propagation by the celebrated S tm 
Alban, who died a martyr to the Christian faith, its zealous 
protection by the enlightened Alfred and his Grandson Athel- 
stan, the personal superintendence of the Craft by King Edwin, 
by whom the first Grand Constitution at York was framed, its 
subsequent patronage by successive sovereigns, and ardent 
pursuit by men whose names are an honour to the page of 
history, and whose talents and virtues were the boast of the 
times in which they lived. Would time permit to take such 
a view, we should see, on the one hand, the splendours of 
royalty and nobility encircling the first offices of the institu- 
tion, while on the other we would perceive the effulgence 
dimmed by the brighter rays of Genius and Science emitted 
by a Locke and many other shining and distinguished lumi- 
naries, whose corruscations have at various times illumined 
the inner veil of the temple. 

The transition to our own hemisphere would be still more 
exhilarating because the sentiments of patriotism would be 
added to the love of the Craft, and our feelings both as Citi- 
zens and Masons, would be gratified by dwelling on an host 
of American worthies whose memories are endeared to us by a 
recollection of their merits in the field and in the cabinet, men 
who evinced a successful union of sublime and undeviating 
attachment to the liberties and happiness of their country, with 
a sedulous attention to all the duties arising out of their rela- 
tion. to the Craft. 

Averse as is the genius of our order from scenes of war and 
carnage, we should see her accompanying the patriot soldiers 
of our revolution to the ensanguined field of battle. Her 
gentle accents persuading to deeds of humanity were heard 
amid the din of arms and the clangour of the loud swelling 
trumpet. The leaders of our armies performed the duties of 
the Lodge in the midst of the hurrying engagements of the 
camp. Congenial minds found gratification in the exchanges 
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of fraternal confidence. Relief was ever ready for a brother’s 
wants, and even a yielding enemy found succour, not forbidden 
by the Laws of war, in a recognizing brother’s arms. 

In one of the memorable occurrences of those eventful times, 
the Warrant of a British Military Lodge fell into the hands of 
the American army. The generosity of a patriot and a Mason 
instantly restored it, accompanied by a letter of the following 
import : 

“ When the ambition of monarchs or the jarring interests 
of contending states call forth their subjects to war, as Masons 
we are disarmed of that resentment which stimulates to undis- 
tinguished desolation, and however our political sentiments 
may impel us in the public dispute, we are still brethren, and, 
(our professional duty apart,) ought to promote the happiness 
and advance the weal of each other. Accept, therefore, at the 
hands of a brother, the Constitution of the ‘ Lodge Unity, N°* 
18,’ held in the seventeenth British regiment, which your late 
misfortunes have put in my power to restore to you.” 

Our valued countryman and brother, General Parsons, 
tarnished none of his laurels by this fraternal and gentlemanly 
action. 

If, after carrying back our grateful recollections to the times 
just referred to, we had leisure to proceed to the enumeration 
of our eminent American brethren, first on the bright roll of 
Masonic fame would stand forth, in majestic pre-eminence, our 
glorious Washington. Ah, lamented brother ! for we dare to 
greet thy memory by that endearing appellation, thou knewest 
how to value the association which thy engaging presence so 
often graced. Dazzled not with the gewgaws of titles and dis- 
tinctions, thy consummate wisdom could rightly appreciate the 
honours of the lodge. The recorded evidences of thy warm 
attachment to the brethren they will treasure as the Jewels of 
their order ; the precepts thou hast left them still remain en- 
graven on the tablets of their hearts, and thy sainted memory 
shall live forever in the bosoms of the faithful and upright. 

The venerable sage, whose philosophic mind held converse 
with the heavenly bodies, while the best affections of his heart 
were engaged in the promotion of the welfare of Mankind, 
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would conspicuously shine as one of the great lights of our 
temple. The illustrious Franklin added to his other merits, 
an unremitted attention to the requirements of masonry, and 
in the exercise of the highest Offices of the Craft, zealously in- 
culcated its inestimable benefits. 

The defender of the liberties of America, the brave, the un- 
fortunate Warren, who met his resistless fate at the dawn of 
his country’s independence, was ranked as a distinguished 
Grand Master of this society. The gratitude of his brethren 
has rescued his remains from the obscurity of an unmonu- 
mented grave. They have erected to his memory an evidence 
of their love, just to the virtues of his character and honour- 
able to themselves. 

How long shall it be told, to the disgrace of a great and 
flourishing people, indebted under God, in a great degree, for 
their happiness and prosperity to the unparalleled efforts of our 
lamented Washington, that though he sacrificed domestic com- 
fort and tranquility and all his best enjoyments to acquire for 
them freedom and independence, with listless indifference they 
can let his dear remains moulder in the private tomb of his 
family without one solitary public evidence of a nation’s grat- 
itude and love ! 

Pardon this digression, my friends. This is no place, nor 
is it my proud aim to wake a slumbering people’s ear by my 
accusing voice, but I have a right to say to you, my brethren 
of the fraternity, to whom he was so affectionately allied, that 
although you may not be able to raise imposing columns and 
soaring monumental trophies worthy of his exalted merits, yet 
does the sweet and animating hope warm this breast that the 
example of your eastern brethren will not be disregarded. 
They have honoured themselves in honouring the name of 
the gallant Warren. Is the moment far distant when you 
shall achieve a greater object, in being the earliest to testify 
your love to the man “first in War, first in Peace, and first in 
the hearts of his countrymen,” to which we may add pre-emi- 
nently first in the affections of his bereaved brethren. 

We have not time to finish the catalogue of deceased heroes 
and patriots whose names adorn the records of Masonry in our 
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land, nor will we detain you by pointing you to the pillars, 
by which the august dome of the Masonic edifice is now sus- 
tained throughout the United States. Let us employ a few 
moments in pursuing our cursory review of the nature and 
design of a society, which has in so extraordinary a manner, 
engaged the affections of many of the wisest and best men in 
all ages of the world. 

I have adverted to the manner in which this society first 
took its rise. It grew out of apparently obvious causes. The 
principle of association is grounded in the nature of man. 
From his origin, solitude has been averse from his inclina- 
tions and his habits. In the society of his fellowmen alone he 
finds an opportunity for the exercise of the best qualities with 
which he has been endowed by his Creator, and he is therefore 
prompted to seek it by motives that have only yielded in some 
unhappy instances to the bias of misanthropy or the errors of 
superstition. 

Frequently, however, the indulgence of this natural and 
commendable propensity has been alloyed by many inconven- 
iences. Mischievous objects in their framers, the use of bad 
means for the attainment of laudable ends, the perversion of 
the original design of their formation, contracted principles of 
exclusion on the score of a want of perfect coincidence with 
settled creeds and opinions, and an illiberal want of regard to 
the fair and honest sentiments of others, have a short-lived 
existence to many an undertaking in spite of every boasted 
attempt at the enlistment of popular feeling in its favour. It 
is not meant to condemn the union of individuals for purposes 
of a less general kind. Limited as are the objects of many of 
these connexions, they are themselves useful, and are in them- 
selves useful, and are the links by which the great chain of 
human society is united and maintained. But Masonry does 
not arrogate too much when she professes to combine all the 
advantages and to avoid many of the evils to which establish- 
ments of a more confined nature are exposed. Her arms en- 
circle the habitable globe. She disdains proselytism, but she 
opens the portals of her sacred asylum to all who seek admis- 
sion, with the recommendation of a character unspotted by 
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immorality and vice. Leaving to the great searcher of hearts 
the awful charge of trying the consciences of men, she en- 
quires not whether the candidate for her favours be of Paul or 
Apollos or Cephas. She requires only his assent to those 
great principles of unerring truth, those infallible doctrines for 
the government of life' which are written by the finger of God 
on the heart of man. Let not, however, the liberal acknowl- 
edgment be misunderstood so as to subject us to mistaken 
censure and reproach. Imagine not that Christian Masons 
are insensible to the blessings of the divine system, which the 
Saviour of men has propounded for the exercise of their faith 
and the regulation of their lives. Their solemn rites, the 
sanctions of their Masonic fidelity, the orisons which they 
unite in addressing to the supreme Grand Master of the Uni- 
verse, have all a reference to and dependence upon the inesti- 
mable volumes of revelation, by which the precepts of natural 
religion are so intelligibly explained and so awfully enforced. 
The universality of our great scheme embraces the benevolent 
and good wherever they are found, but greatly must its ob- 
jects be perverted when in a Christian land it becomes the en- 
courager of skepticism and infidelity. Such, however, has 
been the accusation of a Barruel and a Robinson. Their 
motives and their learning we can duly appreciate, but we 
solemnly believe they have cast an imputation upon our 
society which it does not merit. The evidences of our belief 
on this head we cannot in this place fully detail. Suffice it to 
observe that to all Masons, the facts relied on by these writers 
are the best evidence of the falsehood of the charge. They 
know that the very forms pursued, as it is said, in the orgies 
of those midnight conspirators against the peace of society, no 
less than the diabolical views of their association, belong not 
to the practice of legitimate masonry, are incapable of ad- 
mixture with it. In the too general depravation of morals, 
prevalent throughout the European world, which has con- 
vulsed it to its centre, that some individuals honoured with 
the badges of our order have so far disgraced them as to lend 
their aid in the work of destruction is more than probable ; 
that sacrilegious profanations and perversions of some of our 
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rites may by such have been attempted is also possible, but 
that the regularly constituted Lodges of Masons have engaged 
in these nefarious schemes will only be believed by the pre- 
judiced and uncandid. 

The equality recognized in our assemblies is of a more 
rational kind than to invite to visionary schemes for leveling 
the distinctions established in society, or depriving those of 
honors on whom the community has thought fit to bestow 
them. To excel in virtue and in a knowledge of the royal art 
are the recommendations which, without regard to his condi- 
tion as to rank or property, should alone entitle to the honours 
of the lodge. But it would be derogatory to the character of 
Masonry, were it for a moment to be considered as depriving 
any of its members of the respect due to their various stations 
in life. It would indirectly at least, infringe upon a settled 
rule of our order to which the preceding observations natur- 
ally lead. For next to reverence towards the Supreme Being 
and respect for the religion of his country, the most early and 
important lesson impressed upon the mind of a Mason is sub- 
mission to its government and Laws. As the contensions of 
theological discussion are banished from our meetings, so are 
all the distractions of political strife. As men we cleave to 
that religious faith, which our reason and conscience enjoin. 
As Citizens we adhere to those political principles and pur- 
suits which our best judgments have adopted. The ever vary- 
ing opinions of mankind on these subjects will never be recon- 
ciled. Masonry does not attempt it; but she invites her 
votaries to the indulgence of mutual candour and forbearance. 
She restricts not the independent enjoyment of civil and re- 
ligious privileges as personal predilection or our several sta- 
tions in the community require, but she sedulously tyles the 
doors of her hallowed sanctuary against the intrusion of every 
thing calculated to disturb the unruffled peace and harmony 
of its transactions. The strong wall of partition erected by 
our great Master Builder between the mild and peaceful em- 
ployments of this abode of charity and love and the discord 
and contentions which agitate and distract the world has 
hitherto stood firm and immoveable. The towers of strength 
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which surmount its elevated height are our sure defence 
against external force. The truth and honour of virtuous and 
upright minds are our internal security against all attempts to 
overthrow or weaken the grand bulwark of our confidence and 
safety. 

The remarks already made are sufficient to show the evils 
against whose introduction the lodge is on its guard. But 
many an inquisitive mind has already within itself proposed 
the question. If thus you exclude the favourite topics of the 
day, if the amiable aspect of religion is not permitted to be 
sacred among you by vain attempts to make her such, as each 
one’s fancy would desire. If the modes and forms of civil 
government and the political conduct of rulers, claim none of 
your attention, if even the alluring occupation of personal 
scandal be banished from your meetings, how do you amuse 
the passing hour? What are the employments that thus 
fasten on the affections of your members and continue in pros- 
perous succession, your multiplied associations through the 
world ? 

The inquiry cannot be fully answered in this place. A 
mystic veil of secrecy enshrouds the Lodge, which no effort of 
man dare attempt to read. The bond of our union is sealed 
with those impressive and irrevocable sanctions, whose force 
no lapse of time, no occurring circumstances can ever destroy. 
The laboured attempts of curiosity to gain an unwarrantable 
knowledge of the mysteries of Masonry have never yet been 
partially successful. An acquaintance with the Craft through 
the proper medium of access has satisfied many an incred- 
ulous noviciate, how impracticable is every exertion to become 
possessed of the benefits of the institution in any other way 
than that which immemorial usage has prescribed. But 
although the mysterious operations of the interior of oui 
temple are thus concealed from the uninitiated, we are at liberty 
to reiterate the declaration that they involve not the most in- 
direct infraction of the laws of God or of our country ; that 
they strengthen, not impair all our obligations and duties 
toward the Supreme Being, our families, the co mm unity in 
which we live, and the world of mankind. 
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The assurance just advanced produces another inquiry. If 
our employments be thus innocent, why invest them with an 
impenetrable cloud of obscurity and concealment ? It is our 
means of security against the sure destruction that has awaited 
all the other establishments .of man, the most important 
pledge for the continuance of our usefulness? 

Communicated to all, the value of our mysteries would mis- 
takenly be appreciated by many, and strange as the assertion 
may seem it would really diminish, wdiile it seemed to enlarge 
our sphere of practical benevolence. The commonness of the 
good, however estimable, would rob it of its attractions. The 
force of individual motive would be destroyed, and instead 
of those peculiar incentives that now so powerfully influence 
the feelings of Masons in favour of each other, all would be 
confounded and lost in the ever fluctuating opinions and 
fashions and follies of the world. The universal language by 
which Brother now recognizes Brother, whatever clime may 
have given him birth, must cease to exist. The privacy of 
our appeals to the humanity of each other, now attended with 
no Prostration of personal feelings, of manly sentiment, must 
also vanish, and an invidious crowd must witness alms solicited 
w T ith timidity, and bestowed with reluctance as of favour, not 
of right. Our distressed and unfortunate brethren, if not irre- 
claimably vicious, under the present admirable constitutions 
of our order, have little occasion for the language of solicita- 
tion. Their connexion with the fraternity entitles to claim 
were it necessary, what it is our happiness in general to see 
spontaneously afforded. 

This is the office of the Lodge that I may speak of as its 
most delicious employment. Its exercise is the means of 
greater personal delight than all the other engagements of the 
craft combined. 

Oh ! Charity ! thou first of Christian gracesl How resplend- 
ent is thy lustre in the bosom of the lodge ! Here let the 
faithful suffering brother divulge his misfortunes and his 
wrongs. No matter though a frowning world has crushed 
him to the dust. No matter though unpitying friends have 
passed him heedless, here shall he find a balsam for his 
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wounds, a cordial to assuage the sufferings of an agonized 
mind. 

The godlike offices of Charity amongst Masons know not 
intermission. Within the enclosures of the Masonic temple 
she is ever present, prompting her obedient votaries to deeds 
of kindness and of love. She wipes the tears from sorrow's 
weeping eye, restores the faded blush of health to the woe- 
worn cheek, and gives the welcome of friendship to the wan- 
dering child of poverty and distress. Does she hear the faint 
whisper of complaint, the distant wailings of misery and woe ? 
At her bidding the messengers of consolation and relief fly 
forth with winged speed. Ah ! widowed mourner ! Ah ! fath- 
erly victim of wretchedness and want, you are ready to attest 
the alacrity and sufficiency of the relief afforded by your hus- 
band’s, by your father’s friends. Yon bless the hour which 
bestowed on him franchise of the Lodge. It was in the days 
of his prosperity, before the billows of adverse fortune were 
even seen rolling at a distance, ere one cloud of fearful appre- 
hension had risen into view. He joined the band of brethren 
to become the minister of good to others. Little did he fore- 
see this unlooked-for reverse, which has made the bounty he 
intended to relieve the wants of strangers the means of rescu- 
ing his own innocent family from the depths of wretchedness 
and despair. If his ascended spirit possesses a knowledge of 
this world’s doing, how will it exult in a view of the grateful 
services to which a recollection of his virtues are now inciting 
his associates and friends of the peaceful asylum in which he 
has unconsciously prepared for the loved objects of his heart’s 
affections ! 

The dispensation of relief by this society is qualified by but 
one restriction, while the sphere of its extension is most 
benevolently enlarged by disregarding several to which com- 
mon charities are subjected. The indiscriminate lavisher of 
pecuniary grants is often unactuated by generosity of feeling 
or the desire of doing good. He throws away his money with 
equal indifference and folly upon suffering merit or upon the 
worthless and undeserving, because inquiry into the justice of 
the petition would intrude upon his leisure, or the lamenta- 
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tions of misery are unwelcome to his ears. His carelessness 
makes him often the minister of vice, the prompter of dissipa- 
tion, the encourager of the profligate in his downward course 
to ruin and destruction. His motive, if he has any, will 
scarcely apologize for the crime of adding fuel to the flame 
which is consuming the W’retched slave of intemperance and 
excess. Not so the Lodge. While her rules prescribe a patient 
hearing to the tale of sorrow, she applies a guard against the 
impositions of affected grief. While she anticipates with 
anxious solicitude the complaints of meritorious poverty, she 
refuses to administer to the lusts and passions of man. Not 
meanly fastidious, not unkindly slow and dilatory, not anx- 
iously seeking an excuse for withholding the required boon, 
she, nevertheless, by her regular and well known plan of 
inquiry prevents the treasury of the virtuous and good 
from being wasted upon the idle and wicked. She thus pro- 
poses a new incentive to the increase of her fund of benefi- 
cence by the certainty of its being suitably and worthily 
applied. She affords no reason for the dissolute and vile to 
pursue their course under the degrading expectation that 
when their resources are exhausted, they may find necessities 
of their own creation relieved by means laid up only for the 
pitiable sufferings of the children of misfortune. Thus for the 
restriction of Masonic Charity. 

In other respects the benefactions of the lodge are extended 
beyond the usual limit. Pecuniary grants are but one means 
of administering to the wants of the distressed. An uphold- 
ing hand, a friendly word of admonition, a soothing encour- 
agement of drooping spirits, a right direction to disposition 
for application and industry, the formation of plans of useful 
employment and assisting in their accomplishment, these 
often prove more really useful than largesses of money. 
Masonry inculcates upon every distributor of her bounties to 
be singularly attentive in appropriately dispensing these 
grateful services. Many a delicate and ingenuous mind has 
been rendered happy by them, that would have revolted at the 
idea of asking or receiving pecuniary bounty. Neither do the 
principles of our society allow the corn of nourishment, the 
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wine of refreshment and the oil of joy to be withheld from the 
sufferings of humanity wheresoever they exist. They enjoin 
the most expansive benevolence. While they make the 
anguish of a suffering brother and his afflicted family the 
especial objects of regard, they teach us not to let our attention 
or assistance be denied to the afflictions of our fellow mortals, 
however unallied to us by the cords of masonic attachment. 
As the man who faithfully fulfils the duties of a father and 
husband will in general, be found in other respects a valuable 
member of the community in which he lives, so will the feel- 
ing mason by the exercise of his benevolent affections in the 
lodge, go into the discharge of his general duties of generosity 
and humanity towards the rest of mankind with an improved 
and ameliorated mind. The engagements into which he 
enters in relation to the practice of the offices of kindness and 
beneficence will be rendered still more influential by the reit- 
erated injunction of precept by the force of habit. The lessons 
taught in the school of the lodge and their practical illustra- 
tion will have the effect, if properly regarded, to fortify and 
prepare his mind for the discharge of this and all his other 
relative duties in society at large. 

Do I observe a countenance indicating a suspicion of the 
justice of this eulogy and a disposition to abate its truth by a 
reference to the unworthy conduct of some of its members ? 
The fact is admitted. The inference is denied. Masons are 
human beings, subject to all the passions and infirmities of 
man’s fallen nature. Vice and its incentives belong not to 
the theory of the order, are banished from the practice of its 
duties. Individual conduct is scrupulously superintended in 
the body of the lodge, but mistaken apprehension of character 
and a variety of obvious causes have exposed this, like all 
other human establishments, to the inroads of the base and 
undeserving. Many also have prejudiced our association by 
forfeiting after their union with us that reputation which 
alone gained them admission. On such the purest precepts, 
the brightest examples of moral and correct deportment, al- 
though presented to them with the illuminations of the Sun 
of Righteousness himself and sanctioned by the irresistible 
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evidence of divine authority, sometimes are without effect. 
The obligations arising from a connection with a high pro- 
fessing order on such are equally unavailing. Private counsel 
condemned, more public admonition disregarded, the censures 
of the Lodge at length attach. The offender is removed as “ a 
cumberer of the ground,” and the destruction which awaited 
the healthy and vigorous plants into whose neighbourhood he 
had intruded in the garden of the lodge is thus averted. The 
records of the Grand Lodge and of those with whom we cor- 
respond, bear ample testimony to the well merited severity and 
extent of Masonic punishments. Yet in candour, we allow 
that the mild doctrines of our society lead in some instances 
to prejudicial indulgence to the failings and offences of our 
brethren. Cannot every candid mind supply us with an 
apology for even blameable forbearance? Forgiveness, Oh ! 
Christianity ! is the distinguishing attribute of thy divine 
author. Let not its exercise be restrained in the humble 
copiers of thy holy precepts ! Rather afford the aids of the 
glorious system in amending than in destroying the unhappy 
wanderer from the paths of virtue ! 

Let such be our prayer, but irreclaimable vice must not be 
encouraged by false compassion. The hand of correction 
must not cruelly be withheld where its infliction, properly 
applied, may be the means at once of convincing and amend- 
ing an erring brother and preserving that sacred temple which 
our beloved Washington pronounced to be “ a sanctuary for 
Brothers and a lodge for the virtues ” from the stains of im- 
purity and vice. 

When the good effects designed by our order are really pro- 
duced, we humbly trust it will stand in a favourable point of 
view with many who may not anticipate an union with it. 
It will, we hope, lay some claims to the regard of our amiable 
friends, by whose presence our exercises are this day graced 
and honoured. Admitted not into participation in our mys- 
teries, let them not suppose their exclusion to proceed from an 
invidious apprehension of the inferiority of their merits, or a 
mean suspicion of their ability sacredly to maintain a trust 
confided to their charge. In the daily habit of entrusting 
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them with our joys and sorrows, our hopes and our fears, such 
a motive would convict us of glaring inconsistency and obvious 
injustice. A better reason is to be found by considering the 
subject in analogy with the other institutions of civil society. 
These have marked out with a convenient discrimination the 
Offices appertaining to either sex. The dignity of the one 
and the amiableness of the other are injured by an infringe- 
ment of the proper line of demarcation between their respec- 
tive duties and employments. The broils of political contro- 
versy, the agitations of a military life, the turmoils of pro- 
fessional competition, the severer labours of the field and of 
the workshop, as well as most of those active pursuits which 
call the agent from the privacy of domestic life are usually the 
lot of man. They would mar the delicacy, offend the retiring 
modesty, and interfere with the milder though not less inter- 
esting engagements in which the virtuous woman so much 
delights. It is also the just eulogy of the sex that to those 
offices of kindness, in which we require a prompter, nature 
has so admirably adapted the female disposition as to render 
all incentives of an artificial nature wholly useless. Often 
while we are forming with much deliberation a mode of re- 
lieving the distresses of poverty and sickness, the alacrity of 
female benevolence has already afforded the requisite assist- 
ance. We are sometimes also happy in making them the 
personal distributors of the bounty of the lodge, in soliciting 
their participation in one of the most grateful offices of the 
institution, the delicate application of succour and support to 
the worthy sufferers of their own sex, whose misfortunes require 
the interposition of masonic aid. It has been well observed 
that “ in excluding beauty from the temple of wisdom, we dis- 
trust ourselves rather than them.” The powerful attraction 
of female charms placed constantly before us might lessen our 
attention to those nbligations, in the tendency and result of 
which our female friends, by the unforeseen casualties of life, 
frequently become deeply interested. For it is the proudest 
boast of our association that it has in view as a most promi- 
nent object of regard this loveliest part of Nature’s handiwork. 
In shutting the door of the lodge against their entrance it 
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exempts them from an intercourse of too general a kind to be 
consonant with the sentiments and habits. Those estimable 
associations of their own sex for the encouragement of in- 
dustry and the relief of meritorious poverty, which rank 
amongst the highest evidences of the philanthropy of our City, 
we hail as our co-workers in the cause of charity ; their asso- 
ciates we greet as our sisters in the allied family of the feeling 
and humane. We offer our prayers to the beneficent Author 
of all good, for this continued assistance in their pious under- 
takings, and may the blessing of many who are ready to 
perish rest upon their heads. 

To you, my brethren of the fraternity, it remains to submit 
a brief address. A great deposit has been placed in your 
hands. On your fidelity to the delegated trust under your 
charge depends, I will not say the existence, but much of the 
character and usefulness .of your laudable assemblages. I speak 
to you on this public occasion with the anxious solicitude of 
one allied to you by the most sacred ties, but would make my 
appeal in the language of fraternal affection, rather than with 
the authority which my station gives me. I claim a brothers 
right to avail myself of the present opportunity of making 
some suggestions, and urging upon you some counsels which 
this interesting epoch of our society renders peculiarly proper. 

You have been of late favoured by our supreme Grand 
Master with a course of unexampled prosperity. The number 
of our Lodges and of the members in each lodge has increased 
beyond the measure of any previous calculation. Order and 
discipline have reigned triumphant at your meetings. Abuses 
have been corrected, intelligence and talents in the conduct of 
your labours have succeeded in many lodges to awkwardness 
and deformity ; neatness and regularity now occupy the sta- 
tions sometimes disgraced by carelessness and disorder. The 
wisdom of the East, the strength of the West, and the beauty 
of the South, combine their energies to plan, to erect, and to 
adorn the several compartments in the edifice of the lodge. 
Your leaders selected for their talents and their worth super- 
intend and direct the work in which you are severally en- 
gaged with sagacity and skill, and the literary acquirements 
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of many of them afford you means of instruction of the most 
valuable kind. Your employments under such auspices be- 
come the ministers of pleasure and improvement. Their 
variety, symmetry and beauty delight the imagination, their 
tendency to invigorate the faculties and promote the best in- 
terests of the human race engage the understanding, and the 
disinterested benevolence of their practical operation enchain 
the best feelings of the heart. 

Under the controuling influence of intellect, worthily en- 
gaged in laying open arcana of our order, dead and unmeaning 
ceremony rises into life and spirit. Beauties obscured, and hid 
by the rubbish heaped upon them by undesigning ignorance, 
emerge to the view of the astonished noviciate. An unchange- 
able attachment to a system which only requires to be under- 
stood to be loved and admired, is generally formed, and the 
mind and heart are strengthened and enlarged by the study 
and pursuit of its precepts and duties. Many of my brethren 
who now hear me, and to whose zeal and knowledge and in- 
dustry I am rejoiced to bear testimony, will bear me out in 
this just and unexaggerated statement, and they will lament 
with me, that truth to which religion and masonry demand 
our adherence, cannot apply to the labours of every lodge 
under our charge, the praise which so many may justly claim. 

Astonishing, however, is the influence of example, and the 
rising virtues of every branch of the Masonic family have the 
double effect of increasing the happiness of its own members, 
and inciting the emulation of others. My brethren, can there 
be a more noble ambition than the ambition of well doing ? 
Is there any strife to be tolerated among us, but the glorious 
contest of excelling each other in all the qualifications that 
should characterize our profession as Masons? A mean jeal- 
ousy of the merits and acquirements of others the noble mind 
disdains, but the generous attempt to equal and surpass in 
intelligence and goodness the brightest patterns of excellence 
around us, is our privilege and pride, both as Masons and 
men. 

If there are any of my brethren now present who have 
entertained unworthy apprehensions of the noble order in 
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which they stand enrolled, if there are any whose understand- 
ings have not yet embraced the vast scope of its design, if 
there are any whose habits are at variance with the purity of 
the precepts enjoined upon them in the lodge, if there are any 
whose depraved inclinations would lead them to convert the 
brief and moderate indulgence of social but rational enjoyment 
after the labours of the lodge into a shameful gratification of 
the lowest appetites of our nature, if there is a solitary indi- 
vidual the weakness of whose resolution in the practice of his 
relative duties in society has not been assisted by his union, 
with the craft, to all such I would present this honoured festi- 
val, this jubilee of masonic gratulation and delight, as the 
most favourable moment of reformation and amendment. 

We are in a few moments to be engaged in the most inter- 
esting ceremonials of our institution. Under the benignant 
smiles of the supreme Grand Architect, we have accomplished 
a work which is an honour to us, and an ornament to our 
City. We are now to dedicate it to the honour of His glory. 
What mind so callous as not to feel awe, the most reverent, 
mixed with the highest exultation, at this solemn yet delight- 
ful service. Shall it be the mockery of senseless parade and 
sterile and unmeaning form ? Or shall we unitedly consider 
it as a sincere consecration of the house of our future inter- 
course to the best interests of virtue and humanity ? 

This Day let an irrevocable decree of exclusion be passed 
upon every vice and impropriety that has ever intruded itself 
among us. The eyes of many are upon us, whose characters 
as our fellow citizens and friends entitle them to the highest 
estimation and regard ; they have witnessed the exhibitions 
of this day, and their good sense will prevent them from 
hastily joining in the sneers which in some instances amazed 
ignorance has thrown out, at what its shallow apprehension 
has deemed trivial and unimportant appendages to light and 
insignificant pursuits. But to us, my brethren, on our future 
management and conduct of the affairs of this venerable in- 
stitution, will it depend whether from this day forward the 
number of its patrons shall diminish or increase. In vain 
will have been the skill of the architect, and the labours of the

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craftsmen employed in the erection of the magnificent building 
into which we are now about to enter, if the beauty and har- 
mony of the interior correspond not with the elegance of its 
exterior appearance. Vice cannot be rendered virtue by the 
splendours of outside decoration and embellishment. Her 
hated visage is often rendered the more disgusting by laboured 
attempts to array her in the ornaments of virtue. Let us ex- 
hibit an exemplary consistency between the grandeur and 
elegance of the place of our assemblage and the conduct of all 
its internal transactions. 

To you who hold the respectable rank of masters in the 
several Lodges, the duty of superintending the craft under 
your immediate charge properly belongs. Faithfully exercise 
it with impartiality and diligence, but without fear. Let no 
unbecoming departure from good order and discipline be for a 
moment countenanced. Be examples of yourselves of the 
virtues you are called to impress on others. Let the eminent 
stations you occupy receive a lustre from your able and intel- 
ligent discharge of all the duties they involve. If you have 
prematurely acquired the distinctions of the lodge, without the 
previous preparation requisite for a distinguished administra- 
tion of their functions, retrieve your own character and that 
of our lodge by an ardent pursuit of the necessary knowledge. 
And you, my brethren, who aim at a future exaltation, qualify 
yourselves for well deserved preferment, remembering that 
ignorance and imbecility are rendered more visible by the 
glare of official distinction, and that the humblest situation is 
preferable to the highest if the latter be not adorned with the 
essential qualifications of masonic talents and personal virtue. 
To members of every class I would recommend the prosecu- 
tion of earnest endeavours after the reputation of bright work- 
men, in all the labours belonging to their several grades of 
advancement, and to annex to the recommendation this 
solemn assurance that after their greatest attainments in the 
noble science, they will have achieved but little, unless it 
strengthen and improve all the moral and social virtues. 

To you, my young brethren, I offer but one admonition. 
Temper your masonic zeal with a becoming prudence and dis- 
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cretion. Be cautiously attentive to the injunction addressed 
to you at your initiation, never to neglect your respective 
avocations for the business of masonry. A prudent distribu- 
tion of your hours will soon convince you that no such sacri- 
fice is required, but that your duties as masons are altogether 
compatible with the closest attention to your various pursuits 
in life. 

Under the auspices of His all-seeing eye may all our under- 
takings be confessedly conducted. Regulating our actions by 
the square of virtue, the plumb line of rectitude, and the level 
of propriety ; keeping our pleasurable gratifications within the 
compass of decency and moderation, and uniting our several 
associations with the cement of brotherly affection, may our 
terrestrial lodge become the emblem of the heavenly, and the 
innocent pleasures it dispenses, the harbingers of joys in- 
effable and eternal.

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referred to the Committee on the Bye Laws, to examine and 
Report thereon* 

A Communication from Lodge N 0, 130 was read, info rmi ng 
of their having accepted of the Evenings allotted to them by 
the Grand Lodge in the Grand Lodge Room and in the Extra 
Room. 

A Copy of the Bye Laws of Lodge N°* 130 were receiv’d and 
referr’d to the Committee on the Bye Laws, to examine and 
Report thereon. 

Bro r - Baker requested to be excused from serving on the 
Committee appointed on the 16 th Ultimo, on a Letter from 
Lodge N°- 123, and a Petition from Bro r * Robert M c Elwee re- 
specting the Cost of the Warrant, &c., of said Lodge. Where- 
upon, Bro r - Baker was Excused, and Bro r * George E. Blake 
was appointed in his room. 

The R. W. Grand Master was pleased to Address the Grand 
Lodge as follows, to wit : 

“To the R. W. the Grand Lodge of Pennsylvania and 
“ Masonic Jurisdiction thereunto belonging : 

“ R* W. and W. Brethren, 

“ A Combination of Circumstances has induced me this year 
“ to anticipate the intended period of Visitation to the differ- 
“ ent Subordinate Lodges held in this City, now Twenty One 
“ in Number. 

“ The Month of September having been fixed as the Time 
“ for entering upon the Occupation of Our splendid and com- 
“modious Apartments in the New Hall, this event was gen- 
“ erally looked forward to by the Craft as a New sera in the 
“ History of Our Order in this State. Whatever tended to 
“ diminish the Dignity or usefulness of our Institution was 
“ now to be rejected. Whatever seemed calculated to Adorn 
“and recommend it, and to enhance its benefits and gratifica- 
tions, was to be adopted and Cherished. These ennobling 
“ sentiments which since the solemnities of the Anniversary 
“ of our Holy patron S t John, on the 24 th of June last, ap- 
“ peared to animate all the brethren ; I felt all the obligations 
“ of duty, and the incentives of personal inclination to foster 
“ and encourage. The first occasion of the meeting of each 
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“ Lodge in the New Hall, offered an interesting opportunity 
“ for keeping alive the sensibilities of the brethren to the im- 
portance of their future operations in that sacred edifice, and 
“for producing abiding impressions of the necessity of the 
“ most circumspect course of demeanour in the conduct and 
“ management of their respective lodges. To the performance 
“ of this arduous duty, I was also urged by the consideration 
“ of my approaching absence from the City, which in all prob- 
ability might be protracted until the ensuing spring, and 
“ would consequently entirely prevent my attention to it dur- 
“ ing my term of office if it were delayed. The ceremonies of 
“ the visitation were rendered as solemn and impressive as 
“ possible, both as to matter and manner, and derived not a 
“ little of their effect from the obliging attendance of brother 
“ Richards, one of the reverend chaplains of the Grand Lodge, 
“who except when prevented by indisposition, officiated in 
“ the devotional exercises of the Grand Officers in each lodge, 
“ and when time permitted lectured upon some of the degrees 
“ of our order. To the other Grand Officers I am sincerely 
“ and affectionately indebted for their patient and persevering 
“ assistance in my labours, and while I thank them all, I am 
“ convinced their united sentiment concurs with mine, while I 
“ bestow the meed of praise in a more especial manner on the 
“ critical and laborious enquiries into, and lucid and accurate 
“ animadversions upon, the recorded transactions of each lodge 
“ for the past year presented to me by the Grand Secretary. 
“The reports of that meritorious Officer now alluded to as 
“well as the annual circular charge are submitted to the 
“ Grand Lodge. 

“ I have also the pleasure of stating that the French Lodge 
“L’Amenite, N°- 73, with their characteristic Zeal for the 
“ order, have at a considerable expence lately fitted up in a 
“ stile of much elegance a New Lodge room, with other con- 
“ venient apartments for their own accommodation. At their 
“ respectful invitation I assisted with my Officers at its conse- 
“ cration on the 31 st August last. As the period fixed for that 
“ ceremony but shortly preceded the commencement of the 
“general tour of visitation, it was deemed expedient to em- 
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“brace the opportunity thus afforded to make them the 
“customary annual communications, in the course of which 
“ an address was delivered to them adapted to the interesting 
“ business in which they were engaged, a copy of which, (hold- 
“ ing myself at all times accountable to the Grand Lodge for 
“the propriety of my official injunctions,) I have conceived it 
“ my duty to lay before you. 

“ Amidst the many topics of felicitation presented by my 
“ recent review of the craft in this City, it is with renewed 
“ concern that I am obliged to notice the lamentable contrast 
“to the lodges lately visited, which some of those at a greater 
“ distance exhibit. The address transmitted to them some 
“time ago under your authority has, however, awakened the 
“ attention of several of the country lodges, and a respectable 
“ addition has been made to the number of those that have 
“been heretofore zealous in the work of the Craft. A Com- 
“mittee was appointed several years since to examine and re- 
“port the state of all the subordinate lodges under this Juris- 
“ diction beyond the precincts of the City. They made a 
“detailed report which was referred to another committee, 
“ whose duty as I understood it, was to consider what ulterior 
“ measures should be pursued. The last mentioned commit- 
“ tee have never reported, and as the situation of the Country 
“ lodges has in many instances been since materially altered, 
“ and the number considerably increased, it would appear to 
“ me to be advisable to revive the subject in some new shape, 
“ so as to effect the two important objects, first, of ascertain- 
“ ing as far as possible the present state of each lodge, and 
“ Secondly, of adopting such a course of procedure towards 
“them as may advance their prosperity and maintain the 
“ rights and interests of the Grand Lodge. 

“ I would also earnestly recommend it to you to consider as 
“ soon as possible, whether it would not be expedient to nomi- 
nate some respectable brethren to act as district deputy 
“ Grand Masters or inspectors over allotted portions of our 
“Masonic Jurisdiction. This plan, though new to us, has 
“ long prevailed in the Eastern States and has redounded 
“greatly to the spread of masonry, and the good order and 
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“ discipline of lodges placed by their local situation beyond 
“the immediate observation of the parent Grand Lodge. 

“ I am persuaded, brethren, that it will afford you pleasure 
“to learn that no less than 297 persons have been admitted to 
“ the privileges of our society within this City since the Grand 
“ Visitation of last year, and I am happy to enhance your sat- 
isfaction by the assurance that I have every reason to 
“ believe from the information of others, and my own obser- 
“ vation, that the addition to our members thus announced is 
“generally of such, as promise to give increased spirit and re- 
“ spectability to this important section of the craft. 

“ It would be an injustice to the City lodges if I were not to 
“ observe that a marked improvement has taken place in most 
“ of them in the various particulars to which at our former 
“ visitations their attention has been directed, and also not to 
“ notice the warmth of affection with which the Grand Officers 
“were everywhere receiv’d in their progress. It forms at 
“ once a pledge of the obedience and respect of these lodges 
“towards your August body, and of their confirmed and 
“ animated Zeal for the interests of Masonry. 

“The circumstance now referred to is one of the many 
“causes of congratulation which crowd upon our feelings. 
“The completion of our superb edifice, the success of the 
“ efforts made to meet the heavy expence of its erection, the 
“pleasing prospect of a rapid accumulation of the Sinking 
“ fund, the unprecedented increase of the number of respect- 
“ able lodges, the union of so many worthy characters to the 
“ fraternity, the solemnity, order and beauty of our lodges, the 
“disposition for an uninterrupted maintenance of harmony 
“and brotherly love, and the favourable sentiments, with a 
“few despicable exceptions, entertained towards us by the 
“ community at large, are calculated to inspire our hearts with 
“gratitude to the sovereign Dispenser of all our mercies, and 
“ while they demand the most fervent acknowledgements of 
“ all the Brethren, should incite them to the most earnest en- 
“ deavours to merit by their Actions the perpetuation of the 
“ signal favours they have received. 

“ Having finished this brief notice of my late Official pro- 
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“ ceedings, I now beg permission to take an Affectionate leave 
“ of the Body over which it has been my Honour and Happi- 
“ ness to preside for the last Six Years. While I reluctantly 
“part for a Time from Associations arid Duties which from 
“ inclination and habit have become congenial to all the feel- 
“ ings of my Mind, it is with inexpressible delight that I find 
“ myself enabled to leave the Affairs of the Grand Lodge in a 
Estate of unexampled prosperity, and to entertain the per- 
“ suasion that under the favour of Providence no danger will 
“ approach it whilst superintended by my Respected Associ- 
“ ates, or when its preservation shall be devolved on those 
“whom your Wisdom may select as the future directors of its 
“ concerns. 

“Under whatever Auspices they shall be hereafter con- 
“ ducted, may your Labours conduce to the promotion of Re- 
ligion and Morality, Benevolence and Charity, Harmony 
“ and Fraternal Affection, and may the blessed effects of these 
“varied attainments be the Joy of every Honest Craftsman in 
“the Days of his prosperity, and the solace and comfort of his 
“ Heart, should he ever unhappily be Assailed by the Horrors 
“ of Poverty and Affliction.” 

Charge delivered by James Milnor, Esq r -» R. W. Grand 
Master to Lodge L’Amenite, N°* 73, held at Philadelphia 
on the Consecration of their New Hall on the 31 st August, 
A. D. 1811, A. L. 5811. 

“ W. Master, Officers and Brethren, 

“ What pleasure so gratifying as to Witness the prosperity 
“of Our Friends? What exultation so delightful as that 
“ which the Heart feels at the success of a beloved Brother 
“who has succeeded in the accomplishment of long wished for 
“meritorious designs? What Rapture so extatic as that 
“which inspires Two ingenuous Breasts thus nearly con- 
“ nected, when each can communicate to the other his attain- 
“ ment of the object of his Wishes? Such is our Happiness 
“ this Day. 

“ The Whole Family of Masons is an allied Band of Broth- 
ers. Yet the Cords by which they are united are drawn 
“ closer when congenial views and right dispositions guide 
“ and actuate its various Members. 
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“ With consentaneous feelings of attachment can we, on this 
“ occasion Hail the Brethren of L’Amenite, our Coadjutors, in 
“ the great work of giving permanent Character and Respect- 
“ ability to our Noble Order. The Genius of Masonry whether 
“ she sojourn with the Descendants of Penn or her Zealous 
“ Votaries from Transatlantic Shores, may now in either case 
“ enter a Mansion deserving of her Honoured presence. Here 
“ will she find her Sons engaged in paying Homage to her 
“ High Behests, with a Devotion suited to her pre-eminent 
“ claims upon them, and in a state of Magnificence and Beauty 
“ worthy of the Sublime Order to which they stand attached. 
“ What more has Masonry to demand ? That the solemn pur- 
“ poses to which our Temples have been consecrated should be 
“ stamped in indelible Characters upon the Mind of every 
“ faithful Brother. Have we Dedicated the Houses of our As- 
semblage to the Grand Architect of the Universe? Then 
“ let every Heart glow with the warmest emotions of Grati- 
“ tude to the sovereign Creator, Preserver and Benefactor of 
“Mankind. As Masons let us Contemplate with Admiration 
“the consumate Wisdom of his unfathomable Counsels, the 
“ Amazing Strength of his Creative Omnipotence, and the 
“ unparalled Beauty of his plans of providential Government. 
“ Let that striking emblem of our Order, the All-seeing Eye, 
“ forever remind us of the omnipresence of our Supreme Grand 
“ Master, who is with us in all our Labours and will prosper 
“ or destroy them as they comport with or violate the com- 
“mandmentsof his irreversible Laws. Have we Dedicated 
“these Holy Habitations to Virtue and Science? Oh, let us 
“ forever see them embrace each other within these Hallowed 
“Walls. Banished from these precincts be the Austerity of 
“Fanaticism, the illiberality of Superstition, sometimes As- 
“ suming the Garb of Heaven-descended Virtue. 

“ Let the culture of intellect under the Auspices of an En- 
“ lightened and liberal Morality form the sweet employment 
“ of Our Meetings. Let the delights of social Converse result 
“ in the expansion of Our Minds, and let Masonry have the 
“ boast of rendering our energies more serviceable to Society 
“ and to ourselves. Have we consecrated these Dwellings to

“ Universal Charity and Benevolence? Let us then never forget 
“ a suffering Brother pining under the Miseries of poverty and 
“the World’s neglect. Let not ‘the sounding Brass and the 
“Tinkling Cymbal ’ of high-wrought epithets and Vain de- 
“ clamation mislead us into the Error of mistaking the profes- 
“ sion of Charity for the Work itself. 

“ In the midst of the Luxurious enjoyments of Our festive 
“ Banquets, let our Ears be ever open to the intimation of a 
“ Brother’s wants, and in the Brilliant display we are making 
“ of the externals of our Art, let it be recollected that the 
“ Honour is lost, and we stand convicted of a wilful breach of 
“ Trust, if the Fund of Charity be not held inviolably sacred. 

“Nor does the Charity to which our Duty binds us extend 
“ merely to a cold bestowment of a despicable pecuniary pit- 
“tance. Ah! No. The soothing Language of Friendly 
“Commiseration must pour the Oil of Joy into the woe-worn 
“ Heart, while the Corn of Nourishment ministers to his 
“Bodily wants. The Fever of Mental Agitation must be 
“ allayed, the Palsy of depressed Moral energies must be re- 
“ covered, the Sickness of the Heart must receive the reviv- 
ing Cordial of a Brother’s Sympathy and Affection. A 
“Brother’s Sympathy? Are the Charities of Masons con- 
“ fined within the pale of their own Association ? Illiberality 
“ itself will not dare to make the charge. The proudest boast 
“ of our Noble institution is the broad and unlimited Sphere 
“ of practical Benevolence which its principles enjoin. 

“ The Terrestial Globe furnishes alone the Height and the 
“ Depth, the Length and the Breadth of the Masonic Benefi- 
“cence. He is a Traitor to his plighted Vows who, received 
“ amongst us, becomes the Minister of cruelty and Oppression, 
“ or who with ability to relieve, looks with a calm indifference 
“on the Bleeding Wounds of his Fellow Mortal. 

“Have we yet reached the full scope of the interesting 
“ Ceremony in which we have been engaged ? This Sacred 
“ Temple stands dedicated to Masonry. In this our Electrify - 
“ ing Name are included, not only the great Duties I have 
“mentioned, but the whole Train of Moral Virtues, and as 
“ far as each of us is wanting in attention to all those excel- 
8 
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“ lencies and Endowments, which Constitute the perfection of 
“Human Nature, he is wanting in the Character of a true 
“ Mason. 

“ This reflection, however, is for each one’s personal use in 
“ the formation of his own character and the Government of 
“his own Conduct. It is beneath the Dignity of a genuine 
“ Mason to Criticise with sedulity his Brothers 5 frailties. The 
“ Plumb and the Level and the Square are implements to be 
“ used in the construction of the Edifice of his own reputation, 
“ and he becomes a Busy Body and an Idler when he indulges 
“ himself in applying them to discover the Errors and the 
n Faults of his Neighbour. This does not apply to the Mild 
“ and Candid and Judicious superintendance exercised by the 
“ Lodge over the demeanour of its own Members, for in this 
“ consists One of the great Advantages of our institution. In 
“the Hands of able and Correct functionaries it will never 
“ degenerate into a System of Inquisitorial Tyranny or 
“Malignant Curiosity. Privacy, Moderation, Affection and 
“ Liberality will mark every interference, and even the offend- 
“ ing Brother will gratefully applaud the Hand that has 
“ snatched him from the precipice over which rashness and in- 
discretion were about to plunge him. From this Brief re- 
“view of the instruction to be derived from the sublime 
“ solemnities of this Evening, you will perceive how it has an- 
“ ticipated that which may be expected from the Annual Visi- 
tations of the Messengers of the Grand Lodge of Pennsyl- 
“ vania. This last Ceremony has for its Object an union of 
“ the pleasant and the profitable. 

“ It is delightful to us, and we believe reciprocally so to our 
“ Lodges, to interchange with them these Annual salutations 
“ of Fraternal kindness and regard, to see again and again 
“those Countenances by whose presence we have been so often 
“ cheered, to witness the continued progression of Virtuous 
“ Zeal and enterprise in the Conduct of the labours of the 
“ Craft, to award the meed of praise to meritorious exertion, 
“and to carry back to the Fountain of Masonic Authority a 
“ gratifying Report of the purity of its respective streams, and 
“ of the Fertility and Beauty which they have produced 
“throughout the variegated Fields of Masonry. 
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“ It is profitable to our Lodges because a knowledge of the 
“ superintending care and never ceasing attention of their 
“ parent Grand Lodge on well informed and well intentioned 
“ brethren will produce a spirit of commendable emulation to 
“reach the goal of masonic perfection. Appreciating the 
“ motives and purposes of these stated visitations, they are in- 
“ duced to regulate their interesting transactions so as to meet 
“ the approbation of their expected visitants. Convinced that 
“ order and regularity, connected with an adherence to ancient 
“ land marks, are as necessary for the prosperity and reputa- 
tion of the lodge and happiness of its members as they are 
“ indispensable requisitions of the Grand Lodge, they will be 
“ the guide of all their proceedings. 

“ Experience has set her Seal to the validity of these sug- 
“ gestions.” 

“ Brethren of L’Amenite : 

“ In the Body of this respectable lodge we have heretofore 
“ unreservedly reminded you of your masonic duties, and you 
“ have carried into effect the Assurances of conformity made 
“by your venerable chiefs. We are not about to repeat ad- 
“ monitions rendered familiar by the reiterated ceremonials of 
“ your meetings, and by the preceptive lessons taught by the 
“worthy Brother to whom you have confided the superin- 
“ tendance of your concerns. 

“\Ve would rather encourage you in your progress along 
“the path of duty by commending with sincere satisfaction 
“ this laudable spirit of masonic enterprises which has con- 
“ ducted you this day into these splendid apartments. 

“ This event is a pledge of the brilliant irradiations you are 
“ henceforth to spread around the craft like the bright Star 
“ whose splendid coruscations adorn the East of your Lodge. 
“ L’Amenite will diffuse a light whose lustre shall unfold to 
“ view all the beauties of masonic mystery, all the treasures of 
“ masonic instruction.” 

“ On the eve of the accomplishment of a great work similar 
“ in its design, but requiring more extensive means than 
“ yours, we can feelingly associate with you in the joy excited 
“by the fulfilment of your desires.” 
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“ Accept of our prayers for the perpetuation of the blessings 
“ of which you now partake. 

“May harmony and uninterrupted amenity be ever here 
“predominant. May your vestibule never be approached by 
“ the demon of discord ; may his emissaries ever be excluded 
“ from the portals of this Holy Temple, and when the Halcyon 
“ days of masonic gratulation shall receive their termination 
“ by the irresistable fiat of Omnipotence, may your transi- 
“ tion only be from the pleasures of our earthly lodge to one 
“eternal in the Heavens.”

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Circular Charge 
delivered by 

James Milnor, Esquire, Eight Worshipful Grand Master of 
Masons, &c., To the Subordinate Lodges held in the City 
of Philadelphia, at the Grand Visitations made to the said 
Lodges in the Month of September, A. D. 1811, A. L. 5811. 
“ Worshipful Master, Officers and Brethren, 

“ It is not an unwarrantable boast of Antient Masonry, that 
“ its Foundations are laid upon a Rock, and its superstructure 
“ composed of such indestructible materials as to defy the in- 
effectual force of the Winds and the Waves, by whose Fury 
“ it is sometimes opposed. Although it may seem to Totter 
“ in the Tempest, and its Beauty be for an Instant hid from 
“ the Light of Heaven by overwhelming Billows, it is but to 
“ emerge with fresh Glory and smile at the Convulsions of the 
“ Elements, whose Violence has been idly wasted against it. 
“ Clouds and Darkness it is true have more than once hovered 
“ over our aspiring Edifice, for many a gloomy Day threaten- 
“ ing to remove its Pillars, and Dash its proud Turrets into 
“ Atoms, but it will not be. The Grand Architect under 
“ whose auspices it has arisen, and by whose power and good- 
“ ness it has been preserved will, we Trust, continue his pro- 
jection until in the sovereign dispensation of the Providence 
“ Destruction is awarded upon all the works of Man. 

“ Some who now hear me can Attest the seeming Dangers 
“ of the Days of despondence that are past, and join me in the 
“ joyous Anticipation of the prosperity that we hope for in 
“ those which are to come. We look back to the Dark Hours 
“ of adverse Fortune, not to repine at unavoidable occurrences, 
“ but by Contrast to heighten the enjoyment we now possess. 
“ Vicissitudes await all Human establishments. The strength 
“ and permanency of Ours has been proved by the alarming 
“ Trials it has undergone, and by the encreased firmness as 
“ well as splendour which it now exhibits. 

“We meet you, my Brethren, at this Auspicious period to 
“ mingle congratulations on the consummation of the wishes 
“ of the Craft. The stupendous undertaking which alarmed 
“ the Timid and made the prudent hesitate is accomplished. 
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“ Animated by a determination to raise our Honourable in- 
“ stitution to the Dignity and Estimation which it has a right 
“ to claim, no Difficulties have Appalled the Conductors of 
“this great Work. Their complete success is calculated to 
“ give Assurance in every future attempt at the external em- 
“ bellishment of Our Order, as that of the superintendents of 
“ its internal Affairs is to excite fresh expectations of increased 
“ attainments in the moral Harmony and Beauty of all its 
“ proceedings. 

“The most anxious Aim of all our Official Labours has 
“ been to elevate the Minds of our Brethren to a right appre- 
“ hension of the sublimity and grandeur of the institution, to 
“ stimulate them to a corresponding Course of Personal De- 
“ meanour in the Conduct of its concerns, to banish all low 
“ and grovelling Ideas of the meaner purposes to which ignor- 
“ ance and folly have sometimes debased it, and to recommend 
“ its important benefits to the acceptance of the wise and the 
“good. The Temple of our Assemblage in which we now 
“ Associate has been solemnly Consecrated to Almighty God, 
“to Masonry, to Virtue and Science, to Universal Charity and 
“Benevolence. Do you mark the extent of the interesting 
“ Ceremony which met you at your first entrance into these 
“ Magnificent Apartments ? Charity in the practical Opera- 
tions of our Society is the grand employment of its Mem- 
“ bers, from which the most extensive advantages to others, 
“ and the most consoling satisfaction to themselves, are de- 
“ rived. But the Homage paid to this resplendent emanation 
“of Deity, forms but One of the many wide extended Duties 
“ which your Obligations as Masons involve. Whilst all the 
“ Virtues following in the bright Train of their amiable leader 
“ invite your attention, you have also engaged yourselves as 
“ votaries to the interests of science. 

“ The cultivation of intellect, and the amelioration of the 
“ Affections of the Heart are equally the Objects of Masonic 
“ Attachment. This is in direct consonance with the Original 
“ design of this Association, which had for its objects from the 
“outset, the extension of Human knowledge through the 
“ medium of an Union cemented by the Bonds of personal 
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“ Affection, and perpetuated by ceremonials of the most in- 
“ teresting kind. It were in V ain to conceal the occasional 
“ departure of many branches of the Masonic Family from the 
“ pretensions of their Venerable Ancestry. The prodigality 
“ with which their Inheritance has been squandered amongst 
“ undeserving and defiling Associates, has sometimes por- 
“ tended the universal sway of ruin and dilapidation. It has 
“ been prevented by the counteracting influence of those who 
“ have remained Faithful to the Honourable principles of this 
“ Ancient and enduring establishment. 

“ Were we to carry our recollections back to a local review 
“ of* Masonry in former Times, within our own precinct, we 
“ should find that it has had its vicissitudes with us. Never 
“ without powerful and respectable Coadjutors, its influence 
“has sometimes been depressed by the weight of popular 
“ Opinion, and its usefulness impaired by individual miscon- 
“ duct. Its value has been depreciated by the narrow con- 
“ ceptions entertained, as well of the solid Advantages as of the 
“ incidental pleasures it bestows. An occasional dispensation 
“ of pecuniary Bounty and an Opportunity for revelling in 
“ the pleasures of the Table, have sometimes seemed to form 
“ the whole employment of Our Lodges. The foundation of a 
“more correct estimate of our Order was laid by our Vener- 
“able predecessors. Succeeding to their Honours we have 
“ aimed by much exertion, though with less Ability, to effect- 
“uate their well-intended Views. Circumstances of a pro- 
“ pitious kind, and the Harmonious Co-operation of the Breth- 
“ ren have Aided our endeavours, and the result is of the most 
“grateful and satisfactory Nature. Although we have hereto- 
“ fore been obliged to conduct our Labours with accommoda- 
“ tions of an Humble kind, yet have they been assisted by 
“ Men whose presence would adorn the lowliest Mansion. Our 
“ destinies have now conducted us to a Theatre for our pur- 
“ suits, whose Beauty will exhibit by Contrast every departure 
“ from propriety in the most Odious Colours. We have placed 
“ the image of Masonry as it were upon the House Top. If 
“ we sully her Features, or derange the Symmetry of her Hab- 
“ iliments, all the World will Witness and deride our Folly, 
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“ and the publicity of her exposure will make her deformity 
“ an object of universal aversion and disgust. On the con- 
“ trary, arrayed in her Native simplicity of appearance, or 
“ ornamented only with the decorations of 4 Older Time/ she 
“ will attract to the Vestibule of the Sacred Temple the 
“ upright and the good, your Doors will be crowded with 
“ Visitants the most desirable, and the Votaries of Religion 
“ and of Science will not deny their sanction and support in 
“ the conduct of your mysteries. 

“ Exulting as we all do in the Value of our present attain- 
“ ments, let us beware not only of retrograding into former 
“ Errors, but of resting satisfied with the progress we have 
“ made. If we do not make daily advances we shall have rea- 
“ son to distrust our present Foothold ; we may, insensibly to 
“ ourselves, slide back to the undesirable position we have left. 
“We have seized this Occasion as the most fortunate that will 
“ever offer to impress upon your Minds the Value of our in- 
“ estimable Order, and to Animate you to renewed exertions 
“ for its Honour and prosperity. 

“ For the First Time you are Assembled as a select Body 
“ of Masons within these Walls, and are henceforth to enjoy in 
“ common with the rest of the Craft all the Advantages which 
“ an Union of convenience and elegance can afford you. In 
“ future no apprehensions need be entertained that Violence 
“ will be offered to the feelings and habits of respectable novic- 
“ iates by the meanness or indifference of their reception and 
“accommodation. What remains to be desired ? That such 
“ a studied regard to the maintenance of Harmony, Order and 
“ Decorum should be unceasingly manifested by all ; so much 
“ solemnity, Beauty and skill in the Administration of your 
“ Mysteries be observed by those to whom they are confided, 
“ that none shall have their Affections cooled, and their Zeal 
“abated by even occasional exhibitions of a different Nature. 
“ To accomplish these ends you have not only to remove what- 
“ ever is now amiss amongst you, but to guard with solicitude 
“against external danger. It is lamentable that our institu- 
tion should be sought after by individuals whose Characters 
“ ought to exclude them from all Decent Associations of their 
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“fellow Men. Yet the fact is not more sorrowful than true. 
“Crowds of Apostates from Integrity and Virtue are con- 
“ stantly endeavouring to provide a Shield for their Wicked- 
“ ness in the Honourable Name of Masons. A shameful care- 
“ lessness has been the means of introducing some such within 
“ the Vail of our Hallowed sanctuary. Almost all the injury 
“ Masonry has ever received has been from such hands. Let 
“them knock in vain at the Door of this Lodge. To their 
“ entrance let it be an everlasting Barrier, but to the solicita- 
tion of the worthy lend a willing Ear, and be as ready to 
“ grant, as in future we hope they will be, to solicit an interest 
“ in your labours. Let unexceptionable Character and per- 
sonal Ability be the only recommendation to Office. Pub- 
lish as your Officers the Names of Men whose Characters 
“have sunk in the general estimation of an enlightened Com- 
“ munity, and you at once exhibit not only a Monument of 
“ Disgrace to the institution, but a Beacon which will prevent 
“ all who estimate as they ought their own Characters from 
“ exposing them to Shipwreck in entering the Haven of your 
“ Lodge. And whilst it warns such to beware of Danger, it 
“ invites men of a different description to desire a connexion 
“with a Body whose exposure of its imbecillity or Vice has 
“given promise of an intercourse congenial with their de- 
“ praved Views. On the contrary, hold out to public View as 
“the Superintendents of Your Labours, Men of Unspotted 
“reputation, whose steps through life, whether mounting up 
“the elevated heights of learning and science, or moving 
“through the Humbler but not less Honourable paths of com- 
“ mon Industry, have never deviated into the Crooked ways 
“ of abused appetite and forfeited integrity, and you address 
“ by these means more powerful persuasives to an union with 
“ your society, than the most laboured eloquence could fur- 
“ nish. 

“ Were I to unbosom to you, my Brethren, on this occasion 
“ all the anxious feelings of my Mind on the many interesting 
“Topics connected with the design of these Visitations, I 
“ should weary your attention. It would also involve me in 
“ an unavoidable repetition of the substance of former Com- 
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“ munications. One subject, however, claims a Moment’s ob- 
“ servation, because its importance has in some instances not 
“been duly estimated, and the Consequences of this Error 
“ have been deeply felt. I allude to the proper conduct of 
“ the Table of refreshment. I am not an enemy of Masonic 
“ Banquets under proper government and regulations. The 
“ most enlivening pleasures derivable from social intercourse 
“ between congenial minds I have felt in the swiftly passing 
“ Moments of innocent enjoyment with my Brethren at the 
“Festive Board. The salutary restrictions imposed on all 
“ during the Hours of Labour require to be followed by these 
“harmless relaxations, and every Mason possessed of the 
“ genuine feelings of the Craft highly appreciates the Happi- 
“ness they bestow. I would increase this Happiness by 
“ rendering them still more assimilated to the principles of our 
“ institution, by giving them a form and Order that will never 
“ debar indulgence to a rational extent, but will nevertheless 
“ curb a disposition to wander into licentiousness and dissipa- 
“ tion. Let the charms of Music be allowed to give Variety to 
“ the delights of these associations. Poetry has lavished her 
“ store of Beauties for the very purpose, and much may be 
“ found adapted to the eulogy of our Order on the Virtues it 
“ professes to inculcate. If extraneous subjects are resorted to, 
“ let a wholesome discipline prevent the introduction of what- 
“ ever is subversive of the principles of Morality or Offensive 
“ to the delicacy of a Chastened Mind. 

“ Let the same Discipline be exerted in restricting the dura- 
“ tion of the season of refreshment within those suitable limits 
“ which have lately been prescribed by the Grand Lodge. 
“ Respect for the Opinions of the World, for the Masonic Insti- 
“ tution, and for the Duties we owe our Families should super- 
“ cede on these Occasions any inclination to protract unneces- 
“ sarily our personal enjoyments. The Danger of affecting the 
“ Morals or the Health of our Members by exceeding the 
“ bounds of Temperance and Moderation, should form another 
“inducement for defining and observing with invariable 
“strictness the same precision as to Hours which our Regula- 
“ tions prescribe, (and which ought never to be neglected,) for 
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“ commencing and closing the Labours of the Lodge. And in 
“ the midst of all our Masonic recreations within these Walls, 
“ let this recollection operate as a Talisman, that the Sacred 
“ Temple which contains us stands dedicated in solemn form 
“ to our all-seeing Grand Master, and Consecrated to the best 
“ interests of Virtue and Benevolence. Never let its precincts 
“ be Violated by the pollutions of intemperance and Vice, nor 
“ debased by the intrusion of Discord and Disorder. I cannot 
“ conclude this Charge without renewing my Congratulations 
“ on the advancing prosperity of our Society. Our Lodges in 
“this City have increased to the Number of 21, and' in each 
“particular Lodge, (with One or Two exceptions,) the same 
“rapid accession of Members as was noticed last Year still 
“ continues. This is on many Accounts an exhilarating cir- 
“ cumstance, and on none more so than the Assurance it has 
“ given us to ground the completion of the Building on a Loan 
“ in addition to the One formerly effected. I solicit intelli- 
“ gent Brethren to examine the plan on which this part of our 
“ important undertaking has been accomplished, and I antici- 
pate from their enquiries a concurrence in our Opinion, that 
“it was the best, if not the only mode in wdrich the work could 
“be conducted to a conclusion, and that the speedy accumu- 
“ lation of the Sinking Fund for the discharge of our Debt, 
“ought now to form the supreme object of Attention not only 
“ of the Grand Lodge, but of every subordinate Member of the 
“ Great Family now profiting by the privilege of prosecuting 
“their Labours in this place. No ingenuity can separate the 
“interests of the One from the Other. If there be a difference 
“in their Degrees, it consists in the Superior Advantages 
“ which the success of our scheme has procured for the subor- 
dinate Lodges. These can only be perpetuated by united 
“ and Vigorous efforts for our emancipation from the burthen 
“ which the great extent of the undertaking has unavoidably 
“ created. In earnest solicitude for such exertions as might 
“ anticipate the period fixed for its removal, I would fain in- 
“ scribe in enlarged Capitals on the Portals of every Lodge, an 
“ injunction that should constantly be in the full view of every 
“ faithful, Zealous Craftsman. Never consider your Duties as 
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“ a Mason fulfilled until you have seen the House of your As- 
“ semblage released from the Debt due to those who have 
“ enabled you to build it. When this shall be effected, the 
“ Charities of Our Society will be extended beyond all pre- 
“ cedent ; the endowment of a Seminary for the Education of 
“ the Children of impoverished or Deceased Brethren will be 
“easily effected, and the welfare and respectability of the 
“ Craft will be placed upon an eminence beyond the reach of 
“ accident. 

“ Brethren of Lodge, A painful Duty remains to be 
“ performed. Called unexpectedly to the fulfillment of Duties 
“ of a public Nature, amongst the other sacrifices my absence 
“ will occasion, a separation from my Brethren is not amongst 
“ the least. This Sacrifice is however merely upon my part. 
“ All the Advantages to be derived from a correct and able 
“ discharge of the Duties of my station will be better insured 
“by the administration of my worthy Brethren who succeed 
“to them in Course, or who may at the approaching period 
“ of Election receive the suffrages of the Society. Believe me 
“ I shall carry with me unimpaired those sentiments of sincere 
“ Attachment to the Craft which have prompted all my past 
“ Labours, und the Happiness of my return amongst you will 
“ I trust receive a New Zest from the Evidences you shall then 
“exhibit of improvement in the Noble Art, and in 'all the 
“ Virtues it inculcates on its professors. 

“ And now, my Brethren, commending you to the protec- 
“ tion of Our Supreme Head and beseeching him to shower 
“ down his Blessings upon you, I have only to leave you my 
“ warmest wishes that peace may remain within your borders, 
“ and Brotherly Love more and more abound, that Zeal regu- 
“ lated by knowledge and prudence, may Characterize your 
“ transactions, and that your Lights as a Lodge and Individ- 
“ ually may so shine before Men, that others seeing your good 
“ works may seek to become Co-workers with you in the Cause 
“ of Charity and Virtue.

The Cornucopise and Pitchers were handed to the Grand 
Master who returned them after having, according to An- 
cient Ceremony, poured out the Corn, Wine and Oil on the 
Stone, saying, “May the all bounteous Author of Nature

“ To the R. W. Grand Lodge of Pennsylvania : 

“ The Committee to whom was referr’d the Appeal of Bro r - 
“ John H. Chaplin from the Decision of Lodge N°- 45, under 
“the Jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge, held at Pittsburgh, 
“ which Decision took place on the 25 th December 1811, Re- 
spectfully Report. 

“ That they have attentively examined the Documents re- 
“ ferr’d to them and have heard the Appellant in the presence 
“of their respected Brother, the late Jonathan B. Smith, 
“ Esquire, the Proxy of N°* 45. From these Papers and the 
“Statement made it appears that on the 6 th of November, 
“1811, at an Extra Lodge a Committee was Appointed to 
“ enquire into the Truth of a Report then in Circulation in- 
jurious to the Character of Brother Chaplin as a Man and a 
“ Mason ; that this Committee made Report on the 27 th of the 
“ same Month in which they state their Opinion that Bro r - 
“ Chaplin had violated the Honour and Dignity of a Man and 
“ a Mason and should be dealt with accordingly, that at the 
“next stated Meeting held 25 th December, 1811, the Report 
“ was Unanimously Adopted and the Lodge proceeded to de- 
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“t ermine by Vote what Degree of punishment should be in- 
“dieted on Bro r - Chaplin, when on Counting the Votes it 
“ appeared that there were Twelve for Expulsion, Eleven for 
“ Reprimand, and Four for Suspension, whereupon the Lodge 
“ decided that John H. Chaplin was Expelled from the Rights 
“ of Masonry in that Lodge. The Committee have not deemed 
“ it necessary to enquire into the Merits of the Charge against 
“ Bro r - Chaplin, or to detail more of the proceedings of the 
“ Lodge in their Report, deeming the Expulsion as irregular 
“ and unconstitutional, there not having been a Majority of 
“ the Votes of the Members present in favor of Expulsion. It 
“ appears by the Extracts of the Minutes of that Lodge that 
“ the whole number of Members present was Twenty Seven, 
“of which Twelve only Voted for Expulsion, and One of 
“ these at the next Meeting declared, (in an Affidavit taken 
“ before One of the Justices of the Peace of the County of 
“ Alleghany and read in the Lodge,) it was a mistake of his in 
“Voting for Expulsion, owing to the manner in which the 
“Question was put, and it was his intention to have Voted 
“ for a reprimand only. Your Committee can readily Con- 
“ ceive that a Mistake of this kind might be committed when 
“ Three distinct Questions were before the Lodge at One and 
“the same Time, and they think it their Duty to Notice the 
“proceedings of the Lodge in this particular, as irregular. 
“ One Question at a Time should have been put, and on the 
“ result of that, the propriety of putting another would de- 
“ pend. 

“Your Committee therefore offer for the Consideration of

“ The Committee appointed to enquire and Report whether 
“any Masons belonging to Lodges under the Jurisdiction of 
“ this Grand Lodge, Lodge L’Amenite excepted, have at- 
tended Meetings in this City in places other than the 
“ Masonic Hall, where, when and by whom they are so held, 
“respectfully Report, That previous to the Adoption of the 
“ Resolution under which the Committee now act, a Number 
“ of Brethren belonging to different Lodges in this City were 
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“in the habit of attending a Mark Lodge held in Apple Tree 
“Alley, between 4 th and 5 th Street, and Arch Street and 
“ Cherry Alley, which Lodge professed to work under a War- 
“ rant or Dispensation issued by Ezra Ames, styling himself 
“ General Grand Scribe of the General Grand Royal Arch 
“ Chapter of the United States of America, dated at Albany 
“in the State of New York, December 19, A. D. 1811. A 
“Copy of the Warrant accompanys this Report to which we 
“ refer. This Lodge professed to give the Mark in a different 
“ manner from the Lodges in this City, and declared it to be 
“ a Degree beyond that of Master Mason, and as preparatory 
“to an exaltation to the Holy Royal Arch. This it is pre- 
“ sumed induced many of our Brethren, who were desirous of 
“ obtaining Masonic knowledge, and who did not probably 
“ advert to the impropriety of sanctioning proceedings which 
“ might tend to destroy the respectability and Order of the 
“Masonic system as established in this City, to apply for In- 
itiation and Admission into this Lodge. But as soon as 
“ they understood that their Conduct was likely to be disap- 
proved by their Brethren, and that by many it was deemed 
“ illegal and contrary to the regulations and Constitution of 
“ this Grand Lodge they withdrew, and to their Honour be it 
“mentioned have, as your Committee have been informed, 
“ wholly abandoned the Lodge aforesaid ; some few Brethren, 
“however, still adhere to this self styled Lodge, as your Com- 
“mittee have been informed, but your Committee trust that 
“they will promptly comply with, the call of their parent 
“ Grand Lodge, and tho’ they may have erred, yet that their 
“ good sense and Masonic Zeal will induce them to forsake 
“what is unlawful and adhere to their Masonic faith. Your 
“ Committee therefore recommend in the first instance the fol- 
lowing. Resolution, Viz : Resolved, that this Grand Lodge 
“ disapprove of any Meetings of Masons in this City under 
“ Warrants from other Jurisdictions, and have never Acknowl- 
“ edged any such Authority as the Grand Royal Arch Chapter

“ The Committee of Correspondence to whom were referred 
“ the Communications from the R. W. Grand Lodges of Ohio, 
“ of January ll th > 1812, and of South Carolina, Ancient York 
“Masons, of May 16 th ’ in the same Year, Beg leave to Re- 
“ port : 

“ That they have examined the said Communications and 
“find that the Communication from the Grand Lodge of 
“ Ohio contains the Election of R. W. Grand Master and 
“ other Officers on the 6 th of January, aforesaid, no notice of 
“ Expulsions or Rejections, &c.

“ nation of Witnesses and Documents. As all the Papers and 
“ Examinations accompany this Report, they deem it unneces- 
sary to detail Minutely to Your R. W. G. Lodge all the 
“ Grounds of Dispute between these Parties.

“ who was Installed on the 26 th of May and before the Motion 
“ for removal was decided upon, should have been given to it ; 
“they seem to have been ignorant that the powers and Duties 
“ of the Installed Brother did not commence until the June 
“ following, and that upon the Evening referred to he had no 
“privileges beyond*any other Member. 

“ The Applicants are also mistaken in stating that a place 
“ 7 or 8 Miles Distant is without their "Warrant. 

“ While the Committee are willing to consider this Applica- 
tion to the Grand Lodge as arising from ignorance of Con- 
stitutional regulations which the Brethren ought to have 
“known; they consider the language of the Petition, such as 
“ is not expected from Brotherly kindness and regard for each 
“ other ; nor the Facts set forth with that Candor, which an 
“ only view to the Interests of the Craft require. 

“ The fitness or otherwise of the place is so much a matter 
“within the Discretion of the subordinate Lodge, that your 
“ Committee do not feel disposed to enquire or Report, whether 
“its present place of Meeting is or is not preferable to the 
“ former. But as a Majority of the Lodge have decided upon 
“ the removal, it reasonably may be concluded that it is most 
“proper. From this View of the Subject, Your Committee

“ and insert in lieu thereof the following words ‘ unless his

The Committee on Bye Laws made Report on the Bye Laws 
of Lodge N°* 132, held in Brandywine Township, Chester 
County, which was read and amended and is as follows, to 
wit : 

“ To the R. W. the Grand Lodge of Pennsylvania and 
“Masonic Jurisdiction thereunto belonging : 

“ The Committee on Bye Laws, beg leave to Report, That 
“ they have carefully examined the Bye Laws of Brandywine 
“ Lodge, N°- 132, and approve the same with the following 
“ exceptions : 

“ Section 7. Add at the end of the Section ‘ or a Sojourner in 
this State” 

“ Section 9. In the Tenth Line strike out the whole of the 
“Tenth Line and part of the Eleventh until the word 
“ ( but 9 and insert in lieu thereof ‘ he shall be considered as 
“rejected.’ Also, in the same Section after the Words 
“ ‘ but should the Committee Report favourable a Ballot may 
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“ immediately take place , when should there appear 9 strike 
“ out all the remainder of the said Section and insert in 
“ lieu thereof ‘ One or more Ballots against him , he shall be 
“rejected, and it shall be the Duty of the Secretary to trans -

The Grand Secretary stated that haying on the 3 d Instant 
heard that Joseph H. Vanderslice, who was some Time before 
Rejected in Lodge N°* 72, held in this City, had that Day 
gone to New York to be there made by Dispensation, he had 
written to the Grand Secretary of the R. W. Grand Lodge of 
New York informing him of the said rejection. That in 
Answer thereto he had receiv’d a Letter from the said Grand 
Secretary of New York, which was read and is as follows, to 
wit : 

“New York, 5 Noy r - 1812. 

“ R. W. Brother, 

“ I regret exceedingly that I did not get your Letter of the 
“ 3 d Ins*- a few Minutes before I did, for though it would not 
“have prevented Vanderslice from being made a Mason, that 
“having already been done by Dispensation, yet I should 
“have felt myself Authorized in withholding from him a 
“ Grand Lodge Certificate which I had given him but just 
“ before the Penny Post brought me your Letter. Indeed he 
“ had scarcely got out of my Office before your Letter came 
“ into my Hands ; but it was then as you will perceive too 
“ late. It ought to serve, however, as a salutary caution to 
“the Lodges in One City against making Masons who are 
“ Strangers, in the hasty manner that I fear they often are, 
“ and I shall make it the subject of a Communication to them 
“ accordingly. I beg of you to accept my Thanks for the Zeal 
“you have manifested in communicating to me the informa- 
tion as speedily as it was in your power to do, and have 
“ only to lament that in this instance it has proved ineffectual, 
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“tho' I hope it will be a means of preventing similar abuses 
“ in the future.

Whereupon, On Motion made and Seconded, the following 
Order was Adopted, to wit : 

Whereas, a certain Joseph H. Yanderslice was rejected by 
Lodge N°- 72, in this City, and afterwards went to the City of 
New York, where it is said he was Initiated in Abraham's 
Lodge, N°- 15, New York, which could not have taken place 
had the Lodge been informed of his Rejection. And Whereas, 
such impositions and practices deserve Censure and punish- 
ment, It is hereb}^- Ordered by the Grand Lodge of Pennsyl- 
vania, that the said Joseph II. Vanderslice be debarred from 
Visiting the Lodges under the Jurisdiction of this Grand 
Lodge, and that the Grand Secretaiy communicate this regu- 
lation to the said Lodges. 

On Motion made and Seconded, 

Resolved, That Bro ra - James Harper, jun r -> Joseph Barnes 
and Samuel Badger be a Committee to devise a Mode of pre- 
venting persons rejected in other States from being made in 
Lodges under the Jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge. 

The Committee appointed on the 5 th Ult°* respecting John 
A. Rohr and Patrick Calely, made Report which was read 
and is as follows, to wit : 

“To the R. W. the Grand Lodge of Pennsylvania and 
“ Masonic Jurisdiction thereunto belonging : 

“ The Committee to whom were referred on the 5 th October 
“ last, certain Communications made by the Grand Secretary 
“ on the 7 th of September, respecting a Certificate issued, and 
“a Book published by John A. Rohr, and respecting a spur- 
“ ious Certificate issued by One Daniels and Patrick Calely to 
“a certain John Robinson, Beg leave to Report, 

“That Your Committee in the performance of the Duties 
“ of their Appointment have spared no pains in the investiga- 
“ tion of the matters committed to their Charge, as they have 
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“ considered a full exposition of the facts which have come to 
“their knowledge, as highly important to the Interests of 
“ Masonry. 

“Your Committee summoned Patrick Calely to appear be- 
“ fore them 4 to Answer certain Charges which would be ex- 
hibited against him touching a spurious Certificate of 
“Masonry, said to have been granted by him.’ In conform- 
“ ity with the request of the Committee, M r - Calely appeared 
“before them, was examined, and found to be a regular 
“Master Mason. He acknowledged his acquaintance with 
“John Robinson, whom he had seen Passed and Raised at 
“ Fortitude Lodge in Brooklyn, and produced to the Com- 
“ mitt ee a Medal presented to him by Lodge N°* 6, in New 
“York, as a Token of their respect for the services he had 
“ rendered them, by performing for Four Years, the Duties of 
“ Secretary, Bro r - Calely denied the Hand writing upon the 
“ Certificate, supposed to be his, but stated that Robinson had 
“ once shown him that same instrument, (but which at that 
“ Time had not the Counter-signature of Patrick Calely,) in- 
“ forming him, that he had obtained it for the sum of Two 
“ Dollars, from the Master of a Lodge, (he thinks,) in Jersey, 
“ and that he, Brother Calely, at that Time told him, the Cer- 
tificate could be of no service to him. Upon comparing the 
“Hand writing on the Certificate, with the Acknowledged 
“ Hand writing of Brother Calely, and from a View of all the 
“ Circumstances of the Case, Your Committee are unanimously 
“ of Opinion, that the Name of ‘ Patrick Calely/ on the Cer- 
tificate in question, is a Forgery, and that Brother Calely 
“should stand acquitted before this Grand Lodge, of all 
“ Agency or Connivance in the issuing of the said spurious 
“ Certificate. 

“ Upon the subject of a Certificate issued by John A. Rohr, 
“ styling himself ‘ Master of Philadelphia Union Mark Lodge, 
“N°* 1/ certifying that he the said ‘John A. Rohr, Esquire/ 
“ had been duly Exalted to the Sublime ‘ Degree of a Master 
“Mason/ Your Committee, before whom the Original, as 
“ well as the Copy was produced, are of Opinion, that the said 
“ Certificate was never intended to have been issued as a valid 
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“ instrument, that it still remains without the signature of 
“ Wardens or Secretary, and without a Seal, that the expres- 
“ sion of ‘ Degree of a Master Mason / which existed in the Cer- 
“ tificate when a blank, had been left unaltered to ‘ Mark 
“ Master/ through inadvertance, and not with a Design to 
“ deceive, and that the filling up of the Certificate, having on 
“ it the Name of John A. Rohr, in Three distinct places, 
“ being in itself so preposterous and absurd, is indicative of a 
“ want of proper consideration, rather than of an intention to 
“ do wrong, and more especially so, as Brother Rohr never has 
“ at any Time been Master of the said Lodge. Upon this 
“View of the subject, Your Committee are of Opinion that 
“Brother Rohr should be acquitted of the Charges of un- 
“ masonic Conduct, but that he merits a severe reprimand for 
“ having sported with the right of granting a Certificate for 
“the 'Degree of a Master Mason/ which belongs solely to the 
“ Legitimate Lodges who acknowledge the Jurisdiction of the 
“ Grand Lodge of Pennsylvania. 

“Whilst they are upon this subject, Your Committee think 
“ it appropriate to the present investigation to state, that a 
“ Certificate was exhibited to them Signed by Smith Allison, 

“as Master; Reynolds, Senior Warden, and John A. 

“Rohr, Junior Warden of ‘ Philadelphia Union Mark Lodge, 

“ N°- 1/ declaring that ' had been duly exalted to 

“the sublime Degree of a Mark Master Mason.’ This Certifi- 
“ cate bore upon it a Seal, and was Acknowledged by Bro r * 
“ Allison, who held it, to have been regularly issued by the 
“ Lodge aforesaid, lately held in Apple Tree Alley in this City. 
“ As the Duties for which your Committee were appointed do 
“ not embrace this circumstance, a mere statement of the fact 
“ has been deemed sufficient. 

“It is with great satisfaction that your Committee are 
“enabled to communicate upon the Testimony of several 
“ Brethren, who had Acknowledged themselves as Members 
“ of the Mark Lodge above mentioned, that that Lodge was 
“closed about Six Weeks since, in consequence of a disposi- 
“ tion on the part of its Members, to avoid giving umbrage 
“to the Grand Lodge, and that the Warrant under which it 
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“held its sittings had been surrendered to the Authority 
“ whence it was derived, so that the institution now no longer 
“ exists. 

“ Upon the subject of a Book published under the sanction 
“of the Name of John A. Rohr, your Committee Report the 
“ following statement of Circumstances derived from the Testi- 
“ mony of Brother Rohr and several other Brethren, who ap- 
“ peared before the Committee. Bro r - Rohr has denied that 
“he caused the Book in question to be printed, but has 
“ acknowledged that he consented to the use of his Name as 
“ the publisher, and that he was the Agent for the sale thereof. 
“ The truth of this declaration was confirmed by Bro r - Smith 
“Allison, who pledged himself to produce to the Committee, 
“ if required, the Name of the person who caused the Book to 
“ be published. This having at a subsequent Meeting been 
“ demanded of him, Bro r * Allison stated the following facts : 
“‘That some Months past Bro r> John A. Rohr has shown to 
“ him a Book which he had borrowed from a Captain of a 
“Vessel, who was soon about to depart, that he, Bro r - Allison, 
“ had paid One or Two Men who were Masons, Ten Dollars 
“ for Copying the said Book, that he had then proposed to 
“Bro r - Rohr to join him in the publication of it, but that the 
“ latter had refused so to do ; that he afterwards made a similar 
“proposition to Bro r - Francis Shallus, a Member of this Grand 
“Lodge, which he declined unless the publication met the 
“ sanction of the Grand Master, in which Case he would Co- 
“ operate ; that he then communicated his intention to publish 
“ the work to a friend of respectability, who was Master of a 
“ Lodge and also a Member of this Grand Lodge, but whose 
“name was not disclosed, who advised him to execute his 
“ plan, and promised him his assistance therein ; that after in- 
timating his design to many intelligent and respectable 
“ Brethren, he had proposed to a Printer, who was also a 
“Mason, that if he would print the work, the emoluments 
“ arising therefrom should be equally divided between them ; 
“that this offer having been embraced, One Thousand Copies, 
“ being the Book in Question, had been printed, that no im- 
proper persuasion had been exercised towards Bro r * Rohr, but 
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“that he voluntarily and readily consented to have his Name 
“proclaimed to the World as the publisher, and that as he, 
“ Bro r * Allison, was the sole cause of the publication, he was 
“ desirous that no blame should be attached to Bro r * Rohr, but 
“ that all the consequences, however serious they might be, 
“should fall upon him/ 

“ Upon a dispassionate view of all the circumstances of the 
“Case, Your Committee are Unanimously of Opinion, that 
“Bro r * John A. Rohr, having with his free consent permitted 
“ his Name as a Mason to be used in support of a spurious 
“publication, thereby giving his Masonic sanction to a work 
“ said to contain 1 Lectures on the Three First Degrees of 
“Masonry/ has been guilty of an Attempt to impose upon the 
“ Craft, which is a species of Misconduct cognizable by this 
“ Grand Lodge. And that Bro r - Smith Allison, by causing 
“the aforesaid Book to be published, has not only been guilty 
“ of an Offence equal in magnitude to that committed by Bro r - 
“ Rohr, but has in addition thereto been the cause of exposing 
“ to Masonic Censure, One of his Brethren of the Craft, both 
“of which acts are highly derogatory to true Masonic Con- 
“ duct, and, therefore, liable to the Judgment of the Grand 
“ Lodge. Your Committee, therefore, with due submission to 
“ the Grand Lodge, offer for their Consideration the following 
“ Resolution : 

“Resolved, That Bro M - John A. Rohr and Smith Allison be 
“ summoned to appear before this Grand Lodge, or before such 
“ Committee as may be appointed, to show cause why they 
“should not be expelled from the Institution of Free Ma- 
“ sonry. 

“ Before closing this Report, Your Committee cannot refrain 
“from expressing their belief, that more individuals than 
“ those whose Names have now been divulged, are implicated 
“ either by Agency or by connivance in this irregular pro- 
“ ceeding. As far as your Committee are able to form con- 
jectures, they are of Opinion that many of the Brethren, 
“ who were Members of the Mark Lodge above spoken of, had 
“ a knowledge of Bro r - Allison’s intention to publish the Book, 
“and it does appear to them that both of the transactions 
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which have justly, given offence to the Grand Lodge, have 
derived their Origin from the same source.

Thirty Three Lodges being represented, Grand Lodge was 
Opened in Due Form, (the R. W. D. G. M. being in the Chair,) 
at 6 o’clock, p. m. 

The Minutes of the last Grand Quarterly Communication 
and of the Adjourned Communications had since, were read. 

A Charge was received from the R. W. Grand Master and 
read, and is as follows, to wit : 

“ To the Officers and Members of the R. W. Grand Lodge 
“ of Pennsylvania : 

“ Brethren, 

“ Being prevented by the Duties of the Station in which I 
“am acting in this place, from having the satisfaction of 
“ being present at the ensuing Communication of the Grand 
“ Lodge, I deem it no less due to a feeling of respect, than to 
“ a sense of Duty, to tender you my sincere Congratulations 
“ on the Termination of another Year of Masonic Concord and 
“prosperity. Although absence during the greater part of 
“ that Time has deprived me of many of these Opportunites 
“of intercourse with the Grand Lodge, and the several 
“ Branches of the Masonic Family under its superintendence, 
“ which would have been grateful to my Heart and in Union 
“with the Obligations of the High Station with which I am 
“ Honoured ; yet the Affairs of the Society have received from 
“ me all the attention that could be rendered compatible with 
“ my situation, and my deficiencies have, I trust, been amply 
“supplied by the ability and Zeal of my respectable and 
“ worthy Associates in Office. Referring then to them, and to 
“ the representatives of the City Lodges, for that information 
“ which I have heretofore been able to furnish, as the result 
“ of my Annual Visitation to each Lodge, (which the reason I 
“had the Honour of Verbally stating to the Grand Lodge at 
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“ my last interview with them, prevented my making at the 
“ usual period this Autumn,) I consider it proper, as well from 
“ Official Obligation as from an undiminished personal At- 
tachment to the Interests of Masonry and of the Grand 
“ Lodge, to accompany my Annual salutations with a few 
“ words of Affectionate and well intended Counsel. 

“ To the Providential care and protection of the Supreme 
“ Architect and Governor of the Universe, and, under his in- 
“ fluence and Guidance to an awakened and persevering Zeal 
“ in the Brethren of our Fraternity, we owe an unexampled 
“ course of prosperity for several Years past. Harmony in our 
“ deliberations, unity of sentiment and Action, and an unre- 
“ mitted industry that overcame every rising obstacle, have 
elevated many of the subordinate Lodges and the Grand 
“ Lodge to an enviable state of splendour and usefulness. A 
“ recurrence to the past History of Masonry in Pennsylvania 
“will evince how rapid has been the increase of our Lodges, 
“ and how abundant has been the Addition of valuable Mem- 
“ bers to the Craft, within a short period compared with former 
“Times. And although this course of success should not 
“ blind us to remaining Causes of depression in some Members 
“ of the great Household, for which virtuous and wise exertion 
“will, if applied, furnish easy and efficacious remedies ; I have 
“ had reiterated occasion to bestow the meed of praise on the 
“ good Order and improvement that have been every where so 
“ strikingly manifested. The Counsel that naturally suggests 
“ itself, as the result of these reflections is, that we should keep 
“ on in our course of well doing, as the only means of ensur- 
“ ing the continuance of the smiles of our Heavenly Bene- 
“ factor. Let us still further improve the solemnity, correct- 
“ ness and beauty of the interior Operations of our Holy 
“ Temple. Let our Labours be conducted with a seriousness, 
“ regularity and decency that shall extort the applause of all 
“ who Witness them. Let the enjoyments of the Banqueting 
“ room be conformed in Degree to the Model of Order and 
“ Propriety exhibited in the Labours of the Lodge, retaining 
“ all its innocence and divested only of that severity of Dis- 
cipline which would mar the free interchange of social 
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“delight, or injuriously suppress that chearful spirit that 
“ restrained only by the limits of a liberal morality and Gen- 
“ tlemanly decorum, should ever predominate at the festive 
“ board. Let us, both in our seasons of Labour and refresh- 
“ ment, set a guard against the intrusion of every cause of 
“ Jealousy, Anger or disquietude that have heretofore been 
“ so successfully prevented from disturbing the freedom and 
“tranquility of our fraternal intercourse. Let One hallowed 
“ retreat still be preserved in the purity of its Original design, 
“ free from the influence of those discordant passions of our 
“ Nature that mingle themselves unavoidably with the Clash- 
“ ing Interests and Opinions of Men in the general operations 
“ of Human Society. Those Topics that excite them can 
“ never occupy or claim consideration in that peaceful Asylum 
“ devoted only to offices of Charity and Brotherly Love, and 
“confounding all diversity of Opinion in the cultivation and 
“ exercise of the best affections with which a beneficient 
“ Creator has been pleased to endow us. I give you, unre- 
“ servedly my beloved Brethren, that Advice, which if I know 
“ myself, I desire in my own deportment never to neglect ; to 
“ let the difficulties of the Times, and the opposing Views and 
“ sentiments of Individuals with regard to public Affairs, ex- 
“ cite in us fresh dispositions for the maintenance of Masonic 
“ Amity , and for preserving, unimpaired, by the disuniting 
“ and destroying ravages of party Animosity, the precious and 
“ unsullied inheritance transmitted to us by our ever Honoured 
“ forerunners in the Craft. The perpetuity of genuine and 
“ unadulterated Masonry depends more essentially on an in- 
violable adherence to this prohibitory precept, than upon 
“ almost any other of the means of preservation with which 
“the institution is supplied, and it is Honourable in no small 
“degree to our section of it, that amidst all the external col- 
“ lisions with which we have been from Time to Time sur- 
“ rounded, their sound has never been heard within this 
“ Mansion. It is consecrated to Peace and governed by those 
“milder virtues of the Human Character that soften the 
“ asperities of Life, and, in proportion to their influence upon 
“ our conduct, assimilate us in Degree to the great Pattern of 
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“ Christian perfection, ‘ who went about doing good/ ‘ when 
“ he was reviled, reviled not again/ and extended to his bitter- 
“ est persecutors the exercise of that Brotherly Affection which 
“ it is our Duty as Christians and as Masons to endeavour to 
“ imitate. 

“Having thus Communicated my Anxious desire that 
“ nothing may obstruct the perfect adjustment of the Square 
“ of true fellowship, and earnestly recommending a studied re- 
“ gard to the Moral Uses of the Plumb and the Level , with the 
“ controlling caution over our indulgencies indicated by an- 
“ other well known badge of Oar Order, let me excite you to 
“ renewed activity and Zeal in the extension of the benefits of 
“ the Association, by inviting to our portals the wise and good 
“ within the sphere of our Acquaintance, without regard to 
“ the factitious Names and denominations, Religious or Politi- 
“ cal, by which they may be distinguished. I recommend not 
“ undue solicitation ; the Society, if well conducted, possesses 
“ attractive properties abundantly adequate to ensure the 
“maintenance of a succession of Members ; but let each Mason 
“ endeavour, in the lusture of his own demeanour, to afford a 
“ standing encouragement to others, to enter as Tyros in the 
“ same School, pass through the admirable course of instruc- 
tion there prescribed, and in due Time be raised by his 
“ Brethren to well merited Honour and distinction. Solicit 
“ no one against his inclination, but at the same Time be not 
“ needlessly fastidious in avoiding to speak forth the praises 
“ of our inestimable Institution to those who manifest a desire 
“ of Union with us, and apply to you for information, if you 
“ know them to be worthy of admission. Do not strive to at- 
“ tach improper mystery to the Moral and Benevolent attri- 
“ butes of our Association. Expose them fully, for they are 
“ such as will bear any scrutiny and examination to which an 
“Honest Spirit of Enquiry, nay even the most inquisitive 
“curiosity may subject them. They require no Mantle of 
“ concealment. The glare of the Sun in his Meridian will but 
“ increase the beauty of their tints, and add to their lustre in 
“the Eyes of all beholders. You know your Obligations too 
“ well to make it necessary to remind you that the liberality 
14 
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“now recommended is not to extend to the slightest develop- 
“ ment of the Landmarks of our Order, which must only be 
“learnt within the Vail of the Temple, where they are ever 
“ preserved as the indissoluble Bond of our Union ; furnishing 
“ alike the surest evidence of the remote Antiquity and an 
u undoubted pledge of the perpetuity of its existence. Let me 
“ caution you equally against carelessness in your own deport- 
“ ment, or submitting to be made the Dupes of unprincipled 
“and designing Men. There are, happily, very few who re- 
“ quire such a caution. It is nevertheless suggested in pur- 
“ suance of a knowledge, that attempts have been made to 
“ lead unwary Brethren into a departure from Duty, by con- 
“ curring in an irregular and unwarrantable use of our 
“ Mysteries for Mercenary purposes. The Authors of the Mis- 
chief have, however, found their plans frustrated, as well 
“ by the Timely interposition of Authority as by the steadfast 
“ Virtue and integrity of the Craft. 

“To you, my Brethren who hold your Seats in the Grand 
“ Lodge, in Virtue of the Offices to which your fellow mem- 
“ bers have elevated you in your respective Lodges, permit me 
“ to say : that while I commend the diligence with which you 
“give your attendance on the Duties of the Grand Lodge, I 
“ cannot but urge upon you a vigorous and spirited discharge 
“ of those that devolve upon you in the particular Lodge of 
“ which you are Officers. Have you not all observed how 
“ much the prosperity and growth of a Lodge, regularity in 
“ the attendance of its Members, and its attractions to visitors 
“ depend upon the Capacity, Industry and Demeanour of 
“those who conduct its Labours? A Military Corps is not 
“ more dependent for the Beauty, Uniformity, Discipline and 
“ general excellence of its movements and evolutions on the 
“skill and activity of the Commander by whom they are 
“ trained and instructed, than the Lodge is upon those of its 
“ Master and other Officers. An indolent or incapable leader, 
“ or Assistants who do not know and will not learn their 
“ Duty, will as surely conduct the society under their Manage- 
“ ment first into languor and indifference, and ultimately into 
“ annihilation, as the incompetent General will his Army into 
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“ disorder and disgrace, and at length into the Jaws of Death 
“ or the Hands of the Enemy. Be impressed, therefore, with 
“ the importance and responsibility of your several stations, 
“ Acquire a perfect knowledge, the only security for an easy 
“ and satisfactory discharge of .their Duties. Unite a bland 
“ and conciliatory deportment with a promptitude and bold- 
“ ness adapted to every emergency. Excite an animated love 
“ for Masonry and Ardour in its service, by the Beauty of your 
“ exhibition of its Mysteries, and never forget that your ex- 
“ ample may be of unspeakable importance in the Advance- 
“ment of depression of our Noble Order. 

“ Brethren, The grand design of this Association having 
“ primarily in view the distribution of Charitable relief 
“ amongst our distressed Members or their destitute surviving 
“ relatives, the unavoidable interruption of the Fund formerly 
“ devoted to that purpose by the Grand Lodge, is to me a 
“ source of painful uneasiness and regret. Its suppression, 
“even during the temporary necessities occasioned by the 
“great expence of erecting the New Hall, would indeed have 
“ been unpardonable if another Channel had not been opened, 
“ through which the beneficence of the Craft in this City has 
“continued to flow for the mitigation of the ills of poverty 
“and Misfortune. The distribution of pecuniary aid from 
“ the Funds of the subordinate Lodges, has in all probability 
“ constituted an Aggregate amount fully equal to that form- 
“ erly bestowed by the Grand Committee of Charity, to which 
“ almost all Applications were customarily directed or referred. 
“ But I am inclined to believe, that in the selection of suitable 
“objects of relief by a careful examination of the merits of 
“Applicants, amongst whom many vitious and unworthy per- 
u sons will always be found, and in promptitude- of Assistance 
“ to those whose wants from sudden misfortune, the pressure 
“ of sickness, or other providential Visitations call for immedi- 
“ ate Aid, suffering indigence has lost much by the cessation 
“of the Charity Fund of the Grand Lodge. Yet its revival, 
“ until our load of Debt is removed, is wholly impracticable, 
“ and we must console ourselves with the Anticipation of a 
“ future period, when, by a strenuous perseverance in the plan 
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“ Adopted for the discharge of the demands of justice, we shall 
“be better able to Answer those of generosity. We may then 
“ hail the revival with an abundant Treasury of our Ancient 
“well approved Board of Charity, under auspices that shall 
“ gladden the Heart of many an Ancient Matron, make the 
“Afflicted Widow rejoice that her lost Partner was a Mason, 
“ restore to Active usefulness the ill-fated Victim of untoward 
“fortune, and supply the wandering Orphan with the pro- 
“ vision, both for Body and for Mind, which the unsearchable 
“Wisdom of Providence has prevented his receiving at a 
“parent’s hand. In the mean Time allow me to suggest 
“to you, though in the Character of Members of private 
“Lodges rather than of the Grand Lodge, whether by 
“a Voluntary Association in some well digested form, the 
“ Monies now expended in Charitable Offices may not be con- 
“ centrated in One point, and employed with more discrimina- 
tion as to merit, and with more immediate benefit to those 
“who are really deserving. At present, sometimes Petitions 
“ lie neglected on the Pedestal, because no one feels an Interest 
“ in bringing it before the Lodge ; the Petitioners, and even 
“ their advocates and place of residence, being unknown in that 
“ particular body. In other instances, erroneous recommenda- 
tions, the hurry of business, or a mistaken prodigality of 
“ expenditure, occasion too ready an acquiescence in the de- 
“mands of the unfortunate, or induce benefactions of too dis- 
proportionate an Amount to particular individuals. It also 
“sometimes occurs, that the transient Brother, seeking his 
“home, but overtaken by misfortune on his Journey, is re- 
“ ferred to the Charity of an unpitying world for that pittance 
“which would have sustained his spirits, prevented his assum- 
“ ing in the Eyes of strangers the garb of a mendicant, and 
“ sent him cheerily on his way, because it is impossible for 
“him to wait the slow progress of a round of Meetings, 
“through which his Petition must pass before his necessities 
“ are supplied. My Official station has furnished me with so 
“ many distressing proofs of these evils, that I cannot avoid 
“presenting them to your view, in Order that your intelli- 
“gence may provide for them a remedy. A plan was sub- 
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“ mitted to my inspection last Winter by a Committee of 
“ Lodge N°- 121, the general outline of which impressed me 
“as eligible, and I believe I hinted to them One or Two im- 
provements. I have never learnt its fate, but I am per- 
“ suaded that the Money now expended would be much more 
“justly and beneficially distributed if the Lodges in the City 
“ would concert some scheme of union in this most laudable 
“ and delightful branch of Masonic employment. 

“ The more immediate Affairs of the Grand Lodge in which 
“ the Subordinate Lodges, and especially those in the City of 
“'Philadelphia, have a deep stake, assume under existing 
“circumstances, a consequence of very great and unprece- 
dented magnitude. A proud and laudable ambition to ex- 
“ hibit Masonry in the Chief City of the Union in her most 
“imposing attitude, led its conductors into an undertaking 
“evidently far beyond the pecuniary resources with which 
“they were then provided. A progressive advancement in 
“ the work exposed a prospect of expenditures greatly exceed- 
ing the original expectation. The Die was however cast. 
“No alternative remained but to retreat ingloriously under a 
“heavy and irremediable loss, or to go forward boldly in the 
“ face of the difficulties that menaced us. Under the latter 
“ impulse we advanced and overcame them. An enterprise 
“ which is the astonishment of our Brethren in other places, 
“ and the admiration of our Fellow Citizens, has been brought 
“ to a successful termination. Our reward is the possession of 
“ a Temple worthy of the dignity of our Society, and calculated 
“ to impress a favourable Opinion of its grandeur and sub- 
“ limity on the minds of Our Fellow Citizens. We must not, 
“ nevertheless, in the indulgence of self gratulation, conceal 
“ from ourselves the Obligations under which the accomplish- 
“ment of the work has laid us to many of our own Number, 
“ and to strangers for those supplies of Money, that, added to 
“ our own funds have enabled us to effect it. The plan of the 
“ Two Loans Amounting together to Sixty Thousand Dollars, 
“ for the payment of the Principal and Interest of which our 
“property and Faith stand pledged, you are generally ac- 
quainted with. The most prominent observation which it 
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“ suggests for our government is a studious regard to Economy 
“ in our Expenditures ; in Order that the Nett surplus of our 
“Revenues may be statedly applied to the increase of the 
“ Sinking Fund, which will ultimately redeem the Debt, and 
“ leave us in possession of an unincumbered Estate worth 
“ little short of One Hundred Thousand Dollars. And while 
“this Economy should constantly controul the disbursements 
“of the Grand Lodge, it is both the Duty and Interest of the 
“ Subordinate Lodges, to be more rigidly exact than ever in 
“ the payment of their Dues, &c., to that body, that no possi- 
bility of failure should exist in the semi-annual discharge of 
“ the Interest, and that we may the sooner possess ourselves 
“ of the sum requisite for the ultimate extinction of the Prin- 
cipal. You will be informed of the progress already made 
“in the formation of the Sinking Fund by the Annual State- 
“ment of the Trustees of the Loans. Many of the Causes 
“which have hitherto prevented its more rapid accumulation 
“ having ceased ; it is hoped that by diligence in the Collection 
“ of our revenues, by adopting every practicable and judicious 
“ Method of enlarging their amount, and by retrenching every 
“ useless expence, its future growth will be more proportionate 
“to the anticipations in which we have indulged. 

“ I am informed that the transactions of the Building Com- 
“mittee are nearly closed, and that some deficiency is likely 
“ to occur, not, however, to any alarming extent, in the Funds 
“that have been placed at their disposal. You will see the 
“ necessity of taking the subject into early Consideration, that 
“ provision may be made for meeting this difficulty. On the 
“ liberality and Zeal of the Numerous Members of our Masonic 
“ Family, and especially such as have not yet made any con- 
tribution to the Building, I trust we may confidently rely 
“ for that aid which this comparatively trivial exigency may 
“ require. 

“ My Brethren, Arrived near the close of the Seventh Year 
“ of my Administration of the Duties of the Chair, it w r ould be 
“ unpardonable in me not to repeat my gratitude to you for 
“ these repeated testimonies of your regard, and for the 
“ unanimity and Zeal with which you have supported me in 
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“ my Arduous situation. To one lamented Brother, (Jonathan 
“ Bayard Smith, Esq r -> P. G. M.,) who formerly occupied this 
“High Station with so much Honour to himself and advan- 
tage to the Craft, and to whose Memory an unfading monu- 
“ ment should be erected in every breast, I owed much for 
“ his ever ready instruction, Counsel and encouragement in 
“every difficulty. The inscrutable Decree of an All wise 
“ Providence, has in his Death removed from our Temple a 
“ burning and a shining Light. He has left us, however, the 
“benefit of his good example, and with that consolation let us 
“ acquiesce in this Afflicting Dispensation under a Humble 
“ Hope, that Our loss is his gain, and that his transition has 
“been from this to a more glorious Temple, a Building of 
“God, ‘a House not made with Hands, eternal in the 
“ Heavens.’ My Obligations are also very great to many 
“ Brethren whose Labours in their respective Stations continue 
“to give Life and Spirit to our Operations, and few indeed 
“ can be excepted from the praise of cheerful acquiescence in 
“the Counsels and injunctions which Official Duty has at 
“ various Times required. For myself I claim only the merit 
“ of good intentions, and a sincere desire, very feebly executed, 
“ to Advance the Honour of the Grand Lodge, and the pros- 
“ perity and practical usefulness of our Ancient and respect- 
“ able establishment.

“ liberations, and direct you to the best means of improving 
“ the Advantages which have been the result of past exertion,

In Grand Holy Royal Arch Chapter of Pennsylvan a * At a 
Stated Annual Grand Chapter, December 26, 5812. 

Present, &c. 

The Committee appointed to revise, Alter and Amend the 
Laws, Rules and Regulations of this Grand Chapter made Re- 
port, which was read, debated by Paragraphs, and Unani- 
mously adopted, as follow eth : 

Ancient Masonry consists of Four Degrees. The First Three 
of which are that of Apprentice, the Fellow Craft, and the Sub- 
lime Degree of Master , and a Brother being w T ell versed in 
these Degrees, and having discharged the Offices of his Lodge, 
particularly that of Master, and fulfilled the Duties thereof with 
the Approbation of the Brethren of his Lodge, is eligible, on 
due trial and examination by the Chiefs of the Chapter, to 
whom he shall have applied, and by them found worthy of 
being admitted to the Fourth Degree, The Holy Royal Arch. 

It follows of Course that every regular Warranted Lodge 
possesses the power of forming and holding Lodges in each of 
those several Degrees, the last of which from its pre-eminence 
is denominated amongst Masons a Chapter . 

That the said Chapters of the Holy R. A. may be estab- 
lished, held and conducted with the Regularity, Discipline 
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and Solemnity becoming the Sublime intention with which 
they have from Time immemorial been held, as an essential 
component part of Ancient Masonry, and that which is the 
perfection and end of the Beautiful System, the Excellent 
Masons of the Grand Lodge of Pennsylvania according to the 
Old Institutions, assembled and constitutionally convened in 
General Grand Chapter of the H. R. A. have carefully col- 
lected, revised and adopted the following Regulations for the 
Government thereof ; that under the sanction of the Grand 
Lodge they may be transmitted to every regular Warranted 
Lodge on the Register, and be solemnly and finally made a 
part of the Book of Laws and Regulations of the Craft. 

I. That no Chapter of H. R. A. shall be held or convened 
within the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania or Masonic Juris- 
diction thereunto belonging, but under the Authority and 
sanction of a regular subsisting Warrant granted by the 
Grand Lodge according to the Old Institutions and by the 
consent of the said Lodge first signified to the Grand Chapter. 

II. That no Chapter of H. R. A. shall be convened and held 
for the purpose of making Royal Arch Masons unless Six 
regular registered Royal Arch Masons be present. 

III. That no Brother shall be admitted into the H. R. A. but 
he who has regularly and faithfully passed through the Three 
progressive Degrees, and has filled and performed the Office 
of W. Master in his Lodge, or passed the Chair by a Dispensa- 
tion of the R. W. Grand Master, to ascertain which in either 
Case, they shall deliver to him a Certificate to the following 
purport : 

“ To the presiding Chiefs of the Chapter of Excellent Royal 
Arch Masons under the Sanction of Lodge N°- Whereas, 

our trusty and well beloved Brother a Geometric 

Master Mason and Member of our Lodge has solicited us 
to recommend him as a Master Mason every way qualified, 
so far as we are judges of the necessary qualifications for 
passing the Holy Arch, We do hereby Certify that the said 
our trusty and well beloved Brother has obtained 
the consent of Our Lodge N°- for the recommendation and 
signing of this Certificate. Given under Our Hands and 
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the Seal of our said Lodge this Day of A. D.

IV. That a General Grand Chapter of the H. R. A. shall he 
held quarterly on the Third Monday in February, May, Aug- 
ust and November in each Year, and that none but Past and 
present Chiefs of Chapters duly and regularly formed under 
the sanction of a Warrant from the Grand Lodge of Pennsyl- 
vania, and Registered and Past and present Grand Officers, 
(being Royal Arch Masons,) shall be Members thereof. And 
Royal Arch Masons, Members of private Chapters and Certi- 
fied Sojourners to be admitted as Visitors only. 

V. That for the better preservation of the Sublime Degrees of 
Free Masonry, a Register shall be kept by the Recorders of 
all Brothers admitted to the Most Excellent Degree, and a Re- 
turn of Brothers so admitted by the private Chapters of their 
own or other Lodges, mentioning the Name and Time of Ex- 
alting every Brother, shall be presented at the General Grand 
Chapters held quarterly as aforesaid, to be entered in the Reg- 
ister Book of the General Grand Chapter of the H. R. A. 

VI. That on the Admission of a new Brother, the form of the 
Return to the General Grand Chapter shall be as follows : 

“ We the Three Chiefs whose names are hereunto subscribed, 
do Certify that in a Chapter of the H. R. A., convened and 
held under the sanction and Authority of the Warrant of the 
W. Lodge, N°- our beloved Brothers, A. B., C. D., E. F. 
and G. H., having delivered to us the proper Certificates and 
proved themselves by due examination to be well qualified in 
all the Three Degrees of Apprentice, Fellow Craft and Master 
Mason and to have passed the Chair, were by Us admitted to 
the Sublime Degree of Excellent Royal Arch Masons. Given

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VII. That all Registered R. A. Masons shall be entitled tp a 
Grand Royal Arch Certificate on the payment of Two Silver 
Dollars of the United States, for the same, which shall be ap- 
plied as follows, to wit : Half a Dollar for the Grand Recorder 
and One Dollar Fifty Cents for the use of the General Grand 
Chapter. 

VIII. The Grand Tyler shall be allowed One Dollar Fifty 
Cents each meeting for Tyling, serving Notices, &c., <fcc., to be 
paid out of the Funds of the Grand Chapter. 

IX. That towards defraying the expences of Private Chap- 
ters, a sum not less than Eight Silver Dollars shall be charged 
on and paid by the Brother admitted, at any Chapter within 
the Jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge of Pennsylvania.

X. That a Member of any Lodge within the Jurisdiction of 
the Grand Lodge of Pennsylvania, recommended by the 
Master, Wardens and Secretary in Open Lodge, and after due 
trial and examination, the Brother being a Master Mason and 
having passed the Chair, shall, if approved by the R. A. 
Chapter to whom the Brother is recommended, be admitted to 
the Sublime Degree of an Excellent Royal Arch Mason, and 
that Sojourners not residents of the State of Pennsylvania, 
recommended by at least Three Excellent Royal Arch Masons, 
and on the approbation of the Chapter to whom they shall 
have applied, after due trial and Examination as aforesaid, 
shall also be admitted to the Sublime Degree of Excellent 
Royal Arch Masons. 

XI. That Excellent R. A. Companions producing proper Cer- 
tificates from any Chapter under the Jurisdiction of Pennsyl- 
vania, in which they were admitted to the Satisfaction of the 
Grand Chief in Philadelphia, the Grand Recorder or any Two 
of them, shall be entitled to be Registered and receive a Grand 
Royal Arch Certificate immediately if required, for which the 
Grand Recorder shall make his Report at the next Grand 
Chapter. 

XII. That at the Quarterly General Grand Chapter held in 
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November in every Year, the said General Grand Chapter

“ for the purpose of devising a Mode to prevent persons in 
“other States from being made Masons under the Juris- 
“ diction of the Grand Lodge of Pennsylvania, beg leave 
“to offer the following observations and Resolutions for 
“ the Consideration of the Grand Lodge : 

“ It appears to Your Committee that persons who have been 
“ rejected on Application to be Initiated in the Mysteries of 
“Masonry by Lodges under the Jurisdiction of this Grand 
“ Lodge, have, after such Rejections, been made Masons by 
“ Lodges out of this State and within the Jurisdiction of other 
“ Grand Lodges. 

“ It also appears that Persons having been rejected on Ap- 
plication for Initiation by Lodges under the Jurisdiction of 
“ other Grand Lodges, have, after such rejection, been made 
“Masons by Lodges under the Jurisdiction of the Grand 
“ Lodge of Pennsylvania. 

“We conceive that this evil is an infringement of the 
“ Ancient Rules of Masonry, and may gradually undermine 
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“that Harmony and Friendly intercourse between the differ- 
“ ent Grand Lodges, which is essential to the well being of Our 
“ Order, that it paves the way for the Admission of improper 
“ Persons to the enjoyment of rights and Privileges to which 
“ they are not entitled, and that it lessens or may lessen the 
“ respectability of an Institution established for the preservation 
“and promotion of Charity and of social Communication. 
“ Therefore, 

“ Resolved, That no Dispensation to make a Mason shall be 
“ granted to any Lodge unless the Applicant is an Actual in- 
“ habitant of a place within the Jurisdiction of this Grand 
“Lodge, or if not such an inhabitant, unless some reason be 
“ expressly stated in writing to the R. W. the Grand Master or 
“other Officer exercising his Functions, sufficient in his or 
“ their estimation to warrant an exception from the general 
“ fixed and established rule.

“ 2 nd - That the Original was shewn to Brother , a 

“ Member of this R. W. Grand Lodge, who said in Case it was 
“ published he would give One Dollar for a Copy, speaking at 
“the same Time in high commendation of it. 

“ 3 rd - That several Members of the R. W. the Grand Lodge 
“of the State of New York, and particularly William T. 
“ Hunter, Master of a regular Lodge in the City of New York, 
“ advised the publication. That he offered to sell a Number 
“ of Copies which were accordingly forwarded to him, received 
“ and disposed of, and for which he sent a Letter of Thanks to 
“ Bro r - Allison. 

“ Bro rs - Rohr and Allison contended, that the Book itself 
“ contains nothing objectionable, that it divulges no secrets, 
“ that to the world it gives no information, and that there was 
“ no imposition intended or practised upon the Craft or others.

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“In support of the Assertion that the publication was 
“ harmless, they produced the Book, which after a careful ex- 
amination, Your Committee have not been able completely 
“to decypher.

“Page and Samuel H. Jacobs, a Committee of the G. L . 
“of M. to report that Bro r - J. A. Rohr and S. Allison 
“ summoned to appear before them to shew cause why 
“they should not be expelled from the Institution of 
“ Free Masonry. 

“ John A. Rohr begs leave to state that so far as he has 
“been able to ascertain, the object of the appointment of the 
“ Committee, (as it respects him,) is to enquire concerning the 
“propriety of his suffering his Name to be affixed to the Title 
“page of a Book entitled Lectures on the Three First Degrees 
“ of Masonry. 

“ I am happy Brethren that an inquiry on this subject has 
“been instituted, for I would not that any Brother Mason 
“ should conceive it to have been my intention to publish or 
“to affix my Name to a publication containing any of the 
“ secrets of Masonry, on the honor of a Mason, and by every 
“tie which binds man to man. I declare that it always was 
“ and is my opinion that the Book aluded to, contains nothing 
“ which would lead to a development of those Mysteries that 
“ have been so long concealed from knowledge of all but the 
“initiated. 

“ Is there any human being acquainted with the attendant 
“ ceremonies of our Order, who would believe that I intended 
“ at once to break those sacred Obligations from which no

“ my name to the view of those who would be the first to con- 
“demn and disavow my infamy? No, brethren, had my 
“ object been to explain Mysteries, I should not have put my 
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- Name to the Book. I should have acted secretly myself, 

- tho’ I revealed Secrets to others. But once more let me as- 

- sure you on the same sacred pledge before made, that at the 

- time I gave my consent to have my name put to the title 

- page of this Book, I did not think the matter contained in 
“ it at all injurious to the Craft, I did not think any improper 

- expression or sentiment contained in the work. Should the 

- Committee differ from me in sentiment on the Subject, I 

- shall be sorry, very sorry, and if they will point out any 
“ mode in which the mischief may be repaired by me, I shall 

- acquiesce within it.

He shall also take care that his Scholars do no Damage or 
injury to the Walls, Wooden Work and Doors of the dif- 
ferent Rooms outside or inside, nor to the Grass plot in 
front of the Building. 

He shall fulfil the Contracts made by the Committee with 
the Gentlemen of the Amateur’s Concert, and for the 
Balls already engaged, the proceeds whereof shall be his. 

The Committee shall reserve for the Grand Lodge the use 
of the Hall, &c., for the Two S fc - John’s in June and De- 
cember in each and every Year, and if either fall on Sun- 
day, then the Day following. Also, for forming of Pro- 
cession in Case of Funeral or other Processions.

Twenty Three Lodges being represented, Grand Lodge was 
Opened in Ample Form at 6 o’clock in the Evening. 

The R. W. Grand Master rose and delivered the following 
Address, to wit : 

“ My Respected Brethren, 

“ Various personal applications having been made to me to 
“ ascertain my intention with respect to standing as a Candi- 
“ date for the presidency of this Institution for the ensuing 
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“ year, I have thought it right to anticipate the approaching 
“ stated meeting, in order to make it known and thus prevent 
“ any embarrassment to members which might occur from a 
“ sudden intimation of my determination immediately before 
“ the ballot. When I acquiesced in the wishes of my Brethren 
“ eight years ago, and accepted of this high and responsible 
“ situation, I can truly say I did it with timidity and reluct- 
“ ance, as well from the interference of its duties with a labor- 
“ ious course of professional employment in which I was then 
“ involved, as from a fear too fully justified by the event, that 
“ I should not be able to discharge my obligations to the So- 
“ ciety in a manner equal to my own apprehension of their 
“ importance and extent. 

“ My repeated re-election to the chair in so harmonious and 
“ united a manner has certainly tended to allay the anxiety 
“ which I should, under other circumstances have felt, because 
“ it has manifested an opinion on the part of the brethren, 
“that my labours have not been altogether useless, and that 
“no intentional error or misconduct has taken place on my 
“ part to involve me in a forfeiture of their good esteem. 

“ But it would have been gratifying to me long since, to 
“ have relinquished my honours to a more able successor, and 
“ I was only restrained from doing so by consideration of duty 
“ arising principally out of two very important measures com- 
“menced during my administration, which seemed to call 
“ upon me to continue my services until the completion of the 
“ one, and such an advancement of the other as might leave 
“no doubt of its ultimate accomplishment. 

“You will easily understand me as referring to the erection 
“ of this splendid building, and the redemption of the debt 
“ thereby occasioned. 

“ The former has now been sometime happily effected ; all 
“ who have supplied labour or materials have been paid their 
“ demands ; a satisfactory mode of occupying the apartments 
“ by the several Lodges has been adjusted, and so much of the 
“ building as is not required for Masonic purposes has been 
“ made productive of income fully equal in amount to our ex- 
“ pectations. 
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“ The management of the Sinking fund for the redemption 
“ of the Loans has been confided, in conjunction with the offi- 
“ cers of the Grand Lodge for the time being, to a highly re- 
“ spectable board of Trustees, the business has heretofore been 
“ well attended to, and the fund has already accumulated to 
“ an extent as Large, every thing considered, as could have 
“ been expected. 

“ Nothing is now wanting to render the repayment of the 
“ Loan at the appointed period certain, but a continuance of 
“ that enviable state of prosperity which the Institution has 
“ for some years past enjoyed, a rigid economy in expenditure 
“ and faithful and regular application of the surplus receipts 
“ to the increase of the sinking fund at the stated period fixed 
“ by the terms of the Loan, and an attentive discharge of the 
“ duty of employing the monies of that fund in the safest and 
“ most productive manner by the board of Commissioners. 

“Having fulfilled my wishes on these objects, it would 
“ seem that no more opportune period could occur to effect 
“ the desire I have long entertained of being relieved from the 
“labours and responsibility of superintending your affairs, 
“had no special considerations occurred to impel me to do so. 

“ Such however have arisen, as in my estimation add to the 
“ impulse of my own inclination, that of positive duty. 

“ It has pleased Divine Providence to change the course of 
“ my pursuits in life, and with the new views which now open 
“upon me, it will not be practicable for me to devote such a 
“ portion of attention to the interests of this society, as to pre- 
“ vent their suffering under my charge. 

“ My absence for a considerable part of the two last years 
“ has fully apprised me how prejudicial a thing it is to the 
“peace of the individual, and the advantage of those who ex- 
“ pect his services, to be placed in a situation that does not 
“ admit of their strict performance. 

“ If, therefore, with your accustomed partiality, any design 
“ has been entertained of again calling me to the chair, I de- 
“sire it may be relinquished, and I shall be highly gratified 
“ that you may unite your sufferage in favour of my successor, 
“ with the same harmony and unanimity which for so many 
“ years you have manifested towards me. 
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“ And now my brethren, on a separation from concerns in 
“ which I have had so large a part, and in a considerable de- 
“ gree from a community with which I have been so long 
“ connected, how can I employ a few moments of your time in 
“ a better manner than by recalling your attention to the 
“ principles of your association, and the manner of promoting 
“its usefulness and perpetuity? A frequent recurrence to 
“these principles may prevent mistakes and misconduct, 
“ which have heretofore in some instances marred its reputa- 
tion, and proper reflections upon them has a tendency to 
“ excite a desire and to suggest expedients to make our order 
“produce greater practical benefit to its members. 

“ That something more than a mere accidental or concerted 
“ aggregation of individuals, without defined objects of pur- 
“ suit, laid the foundation of a Society whose annals extend 
“ so far back into antiquity, and whose rituals have been ever 
“ since continued, as we believe without material variation, 
“ none can doubt. 

“ That these objects were and have continued lawful and 
“ laudable, whether we appeal to our knowledge of them de- 
“ rived from history, tradition and our own experience, or 
“ from the fact that they have engaged the attention in all 
“ ages of men eminent for their wisdom and probity, we can 
“ as little question. 

“ The world at large, judging by imperfect lights and mis- 
“ led by the unhappy appearances which some sections of the 
“ Craft have exhibited, have too often condemned the institu- 
“ tion itself to a censure in justice only attachable to unworthy 
“individuals, and indeed sometimes to bodies of men avail- 
“ ing themselves of their union with, only to disgrace it. 

“ In truth, a candid survey of the conduct of some of those 
“individuals and even lodges, would induce a fear that they 
“were as unapprised of the nature and design of Masonry as 
“the world at large, otherwise, would we see in some instances 
“persons running from one Lodge to another under pretence 
“ of Masonic zeal, when in reality their only zeal is to gratify 
“ their improper appetites at the refreshment table? Would 
“we see so frequently the acquaintances derived from 
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“ kept up by Tavern intercourse, and would we find Lodges 
“ loosing sight of the dignity of the order and the welfare of 
“ their members, in the neglect of the solid functions of the 
“ Craft and the unrestrained indulgence of pleasures, the ex- 
penses of which are taken from the suffering and indigent. 

“ That a nobler view has inspired most of the Lodges under 
“ this Jurisdiction, and especially of latter years, I frankly ac- 
“ knowledge. 

“ In some, however, there is yet great room for Amendment, 
“ and all have reason to keep first principles in view.. My 
“ brethren, Masonry is a religious and a moral Institution. 
“If it be not, it is a discredit and an injury to a Christian 
“ Country, and the sooner it becomes extinct the better. But 
“ it is a religious and moral institution, and though like all 
“ of that character, it has to lament over the unworthy pro- 
“ fessors, and sometimes bleeds at every pore from the wounds 
“ it receives in the house of its friends, yet will those who are 
“ virtuous and good redeem it from the distraction with which 
“it is sometimes threatened by the misconduct of its deluded 
“ and profligate members ? 

“ Masonry is a religious institution. It is so because it not 
“ only covers the broad ground of general morality, but has 
“ a special reference in its ceremonies, its charges, its prayers, 
“ its benefactions, to that Divine system of piety and Morals 
“ in which the revelation of God instructs ns. Take away the 
“ Bible and without treading npon sacred grounds by incor- 
“ rect allusions, I ask you where are to be found in any of the 
“ systems, if so they may be called, of infidelity, that species 
“ of instruction which has been transferred from its inspired 
“pages into almost every part of your rituals, your admoni- 
“ tory lectures, your solemn invocations of the blessings of 
“ Heaven on your doings. It is not now to be inquired in 
“ what manner, and under what auspices the privileges of the 
“ institution may be extended to those whose lot has been cast 
“in hands unenlightened by the Sun of Revelation. You 
“ who have here subjected yourselves to its sanctions, have 
“done so with a reference to their dependance upon the 
“ religion of your Country, and your vows cannot otherwise be 
19 
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“ fulfilled but by an obedience to its blessed precepts. The 
“ dreary speculations of infidelity can never inspire those high 
“ hopes and elevated sentiments to which you are excited and 
“ directed by the lessons of the Craft. But whence are they 
“ derived ? I repeat it, from that unerring source of light and 
“ instruction, the sacred Scripture. The God of the infidel if 
“ he acknowledge any, is an unknown God. But that piety 
“ which our order recommends is addressed to an Almighty 
“Being, who in condescension to the weakness of his Crea- 
tures, has made as full a revelation of his nature and his 
“.attributes as their capacities can embrace. The Piety we 
“ profess is to a God to whom we consider ourselves account- 
“ able, who is the rewarder of the virtuous and the punisher 
“of the wicked, whose Providence surve}^s and regulates the 
“ affairs of the world. That of the infidel, if he ever worships, 
“is offered to a God of his own fanciful formation, who never 
“ interferes in the concerns of the world which he has made, 
“ and to whom his creatures are in no wise responsible. 

“The piety we profess is grounded on our hopes of immor- 
“ tality and eternal life ; that of the infidel has no foundation, 
“for he denies the agency of a Providence here, and looks to 
“ none hereafter. In death he anticipates an eternal sleep, 
“ his soul like his body becomes as a clod of the valley. If it 
“ be not a piety proceeding from an unbounded love of God as 
“ revealed to us in the scriptures, and with which they only 
“ can adequately acquaint us, that the ceremonies and charges 
“ of our order imply or enjoin, the form and sanctions of the 
“ one, and the express Language of the other, are at variance 
“ with the real fact and should be no longer used as they at 
“present stand. For the diversity of religious sentiment our 
“ order makes a liberal allowance ; but if a man of known In- 
“ fidel principles claims admission, it is impossible that any 
“mason who regards the principles of the order can eounten- 
“ ance his wishes. 

“ If he does, let him remember that there is no security for 
“ the faithfulness of the Infidel to the engagements into which 
“ he enters, no safeguard against the poisonous effects of his 
tenets. But I present this fundamental principle of Piety to 
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“ God, not only with the view of shewing that we ought to 
*' * tyle our doors against known infidels, but that we might 
“ also be reminded that we are individually bound to culti- 
“ vate and cherish in our hearts that piety towards God which 
“ is recommended in our charges, to conduct all our affairs as 
“ under the immediate inspection of his all-seeing eye, and 
“ never to forget our accountability to him as our final Judge. 
“ Without this, no matter how correct the theory be, we are 
“‘practical infidels, and the world knowing us only by our 
“ fruits, will give us little credit for the magnitude of our pro- 
“ fessions. Piety then, with all the duties appended to it, is 
“ the first principle of Masonry. And the second is like unto 
“ it, Love thy neighbour as thyself. 

“ This interesting obligation of religion and of Masonry has 
“ often occupied my attention in the charges delivered from 
“ this place. It embraces a wide range of precepts always 
“ emanating from a sublime and elevated love of God. While 
“it derives activity from the sympathies of our nature, it has 
“ its root in that spirit of humble Obedience, which is the never 
“failing result of genuine affection towards the author and 
“ giver of every good and perfect gift, the common Father and 
“ bountiful Benefactor of the Human Family. It comprises 
“ the forbearance of injury and the doing of good. While it 
“ inculcates strict justice to all men, it teaches us also to re- 
“ gard with a pitying eye and to relieve with a liberal hand 
“ the sufferings of our fellow men. Masonry, while she em- 
“ braces as the guide of the practical conduct of her votaries, 
“ love to man in all its varieties and modes, has principally 
“ in view, the dispensation of Charity, relief to the distressed 
“by the sympathies of Condolence, by the consolations of 
“ brotherly advice, by the dispensation of pecuniary bounty. 
“ This amiable virtue was no doubt a principal incentive to 
“ the formation of a society so well calculated under proper 
“ management to promote its beneficial exercise. How much 
“ it must be deplored if this benevolent design should be any 
“ where frustrated by negligence in collecting, or Misconduct 
“in appropriating the funds of our Lodges to this, their legiti- 
“ mate object. Trite as this subject may seem, what can shew 
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“ more clearly the necessity of its frequent inculcation, than 
“ that prodigal waste of money that ought to feed the hungry 
“ and clothe the naked, which though reformed in some, con- 
“ tinues to prevail in other branches of the Institution. A 
“ Waste of Money answering no one good purpose, whilst it 
“ lessons the respectability, destroys the usefulness and de- 
“ praves the morals of our Members. Besides the principles 
“of love to God and man, this institution professes also to 
“teach us our Duty to ourselves. Temperance, Chastity, 
“ humility, meekness, contentment, with a long list of other 
“virtues and embellishments are involved in this duty. Did 
“ they adorn the character of every member of this institution, 
“how would the complaints and sarcasms of all objectors be 
“ silenced. What a complacency of feeling would be created 
“ in the breasts of the bitterest opponents of the order, did the 
“beauty of our deportment and the usefulness of our Lives 
“ exemplify the excellence and good effect of the principles to 
“which we lay claim. 

“ If then Masonry be a religious and a moral institution, it 
“ is desirable to continue and increase its benefits, and to in- 
“ sure its perpetuity. If I have taken a correct survey of its 
“principles, this position cannot be denied. The most likely 
“ means of continuing the existence of the institution is an 
“ enlargement of its usefulness and the most efficient way ex- 
“ tending its usefulness, in all its active operations to adhere 
“ to the principles of its formation. Let our members feel the 
“fervor of genuine piety towards the greatest and Best of 
“Beings, let them be animated by a sincere and ardent love 
“to their fellow men, let them live under the habitual influ- 
“ ence of the blessed Gospel in the formation of their char- 
“ acters and the regulation of their demeanour, and then let 
“ them with confidence, implore the blessings of Heaven upon 
“ the institution thus recommended, to its favor and protec- 
“ tion. 

“ But while the true springs and sources of prosperity are 
“ to be found in the virtue and morals of the individual mem- 
“bers of our Society, and the consequent benediction of 
“ Heaven upon their exertions, there are a great variety of 
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“considerations not to be lost sight of in the Conduct of the 
“ interior operations of this place. May I so far intrude upon 
“your patience as to advert very summarily to one or two of 
“them? 

“ I have often strongly urged upon the individual lodges 
“ the propriety of great care in the selection of their Officers. 
“ Having seen how miserably lodges have declined, how 
“ heavily their proceedings have been conducted, what supine- 
“ ness in some instances and disorder in other, have been pro- 
“ duced by the absurd principles of rotation in office ; wherein 
“ all sense of qualification and merit is lost sight of, and there 
“is often no reason for elevating a man to a higher, but be- 
“ cause he has proved himself every way deficient in a lower 
“ station, I have deemed it incumbent on me in my official 
“ capacity to importune our lodges on this essential particular. 
“Addressing their representatives now for the last time, I 
“ would earnestly repeat my admonition, that in every Sub- 
“ ordinate department of the craft, capability and worth 
“ should be the leading principles of selection for office. Does 
“ not all experience prove that those lodges are most respected 
“and most frequented where it has been adhered to? and 
“ what can be so great a hindrance to the applications of the 
“ worthy for the privileges of membership, as publishing to 
“the world, in the characters of conductors of the lodges the 
“ names of men whose characters in society are not respected, 
“ or whose ignorance is a proverb amongst their acquaintance ? 
“ But if this is a circumstance affecting the reputation and in- 
“ terests of private lodges, how much more important is it in 
“ relation to the concerns of the Grand Lodge? 

“ Vastly interesting it is in reference to public opinion. An 
“Institution whose affairs are conducted with secrecy is 
“naturally an object of Jealousy, and altho* we can discern 
“abundant reason for preserving that vail of concealment 
“ which covers our transactions, it is not so easy to satisfy 
“those who are without. What then is the criterion of their 
“Judgment respecting us? Why, they may learn something 
“ of our principles from books, and from conversation with us, 
“ on points where secrecy is not enjoined. 
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“ But is not the rule of their Judgment more often found in 
“the annual publication of the names of those who preside 
“over your affairs? Will it be denied, that in proportion as 
“ we exhibit there a combination of talent and of goodness, we 
“ commend the Society to the notice and acceptance of the 
“virtuous and the wise? Who can question but that if the 
“names of many whom I could designate, had filled the place 
“ of first officer for eight years past, your prosperity might 
“ have arisen to a height far beyond what it has reached 
“ under the auspices of the name and influence of so humble 
“an individual as him who now addresses you? 

“ But if the respectability of your officers have an external 
“ influence, how much do their capability and good conduct 
“conduce to the well ordering of your internal affairs? In 
“the first officer of the institution, of however little eonse- 
“ quence you may deem rank or profession, you will certainly 
“ find correctness of principles and purity of morals essential 
“ traits, for he is often called upon to exercise a Judgment 
“ where the greater security for the accuracy of his decisions 
“ is the justness of his conception and his subjection to the 
“ moral sense. He should also possess education, and talents, 
“ and masonic information, lest he disgrace himself and the 
“ Grand Lodge by his correspondence with the presiding offi- 
“ cers of other Grand Lodges, or misdirect those who in var- 
“ ious instances here and in the country, apply to him for 
“ counsel on difficult questions, or lest he should be unable on 
“ occasions of interest that may call for his oral or written 
“ communications, to express himself in a manner becoming 
“ the dignity of his station and answering the expectations of 
“the Craft. He should possess diligence and activity and 
“ acquaintance with the rules of order and a demeanour that 
“ will command the respect at the same time that it concili- 
“ ates the affection of his brethren. In thus pourtraying some 
“ of the features of a fit occupant of this chair, I am by no 
“ means insensible how I suffer myself by a comparison with 
“ the picture that I have drawn. A recurrence however to 
“ our past errors is a good incentive to future amendment, and 
“I hope to see in my successor every past deficiency supplied. 
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“ The same observations with respect to qualification apply 
“in every considerable, if not with equal force to the other 
“ officers of' the Grand Lodge. If indeed the principle of 
“ selection for the higher offices of the institution prevail, (as 
“ I think it ought to do,) then in the choice of subordinate 
“ officers it is only requisite to look for capacity sufficient for 
“the immediate post you require them to fill; but if the 
“principle of rotation be pursued, then you ought to expect 
“in the Candidate for the lowest station, abilities equal to the 
“ discharge of the duties of the highest, for that in all proba- 
bility he will succeed to in his turn. The difficulty of 
“ effecting so desirable an object as this is of itself sufficient to 
“ show the absurdity of any other passport than that of merit 
“ to the highest offices of the Craft. 

“ Having thus stated to you with candour my apprehension 
“ of the immense consequence of a Judicious choice of persons 
“ to conduct your operations, I will not detain you by descend- 
“ ing to an enumeration of various other obvious particulars 
“ of official and private obligations, by which the utility and 
“ prosperity of this institution may be promoted, because they 
“ have so often been the subjects of importunate appeals in the 
“ addresses I have from time to time made you. But I cannot 
“ close this my last communication, without once more re- 
iterating in terms corresponding with the anxiety I feel, an 
“ earnest wish that my successor in this place, his associates, 
“ and every zealous member of the fraternity, would keep up 
“ an unceasing attention to the pecuniary concerns of the 
“ Grand Lodge. Remember, that though you are now com- 
“ fortably seated in a habitation of your own, you have not 
“ obtained it without the assistance of others, and that has 
“ been rendered to you from confidence in your uprightness 
“ and fidelity to your engagements. The day of payment of 
“ the heavy debt with which your property is incumbered 
“ altho’ now at some distance will arrive, and if it find you 
“ unprepared for its discharge, you may be thrust from this 
“building, be left without accommodation, and as the com- 
“ mitents of such a misfortune, will loose your credit and re- 
« spectability and means of continuance. Until free from the 
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“ incumbrance of your loans, not one Cent of useless expendi- 
“ ture should be permitted ; the subordinate Lodges should be 
“ incited to a rigid punctuality in the payment of their dues, 
“ and the officers on whom depends the care of attending to 
“ punctual provision for the semi-annual interest and the 
“ quarterly investments of all the surplus monies of your 
“ Treasury in the Sinking fund for the redemption of the 
“ principal, should keep a watchful eye to this indispensable 
“ duty. With the pleasing anticipation of an ultimate eessa- 
“ tion of these cares by the extinguishment of the debt, are 
“ connected prospects of a most exhilarating nature to the 
“philanthropic mind. Those large receipts which are now 
“applicable exclusively to the demand of Justice, will then be 
“ made subserviant to the purposes of an extensive benevo- 
“ lence. 

“ The mourning widow, the hapless orphan, the unfortunate 
“ brother, the destitute stranger, will have reason to call down 
“ blessings on the society as the comforter of their sorrows, and 
“ the mitigator of their sufferings. A well digested system of 
“ charity, going in its range of beneficence far beyond the dis- 
pensation of present relief, may give a spur to the industry 
“ of parents, prepare by a Suitable education, children for a 
“ respectable advancement in the world and give an assurance 
“ to the helpless poor of the fraternity, that the hard hand of 
“ pinching necessity shall never be suffered to assail them. 
“ Are you not animated my brethren by so enlivening a pros- 
pect? Fulfil then with diligence the obligations that you 
“ have assumed, and with the blessing of God you will see it 
“realized. Every Dollar invested in that fund which is 
“destined to remove your present incumbrance, brings you 
“ nearer its completion. 

“ My Brethren, 

“ In relinquishing my present situation, I should do 
“violence to my own feelings and stand justly chargeable 
“ with ingratitude, were I not to return you my affectionate 
“ acknowledgments and hearty thanks for the partiality you 
“have so frequently shewn me; for the zealous co-operation 
“which you have afforded me in carrying into effect the 
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“measures and discipline of the craft; for the attention and 
“ Conformity manifested to my official injunctions, and for the 
“ uniform good order and respect towards the chair with which 
“ you have favored me at our communications. 

“ Perhaps no Masonic administration of equal length has 
“ had so few difficulties to contend with, beyond those which 
“necessarily attend the functions of superintending and 
“ watching over the affairs of so extensive an institution. 

“ I have nothing more to add but a fervent prayer to 
“ almighty God, that he may teach you to appreciate your 
“ privileges, that by conforming your individual conduct to 
“ the precepts of his revealed will, he may give effect to your 
“united labours of love, and that when they close in this 
“ transitory and uncertain state of being, he may translate you 
“ to the fruition of those pleasures which are at his right hand 
“ forever more. 

Whereupon, 

On Motion made and Seconded, 

Resolved, That the Grand Secretary have a sufficient Num- 
ber of Copies of the said Address printed for the use of the 
different subordinate Lodges.

From the Signature of 
the Grand Secretary to the said Certificate being written dif- 
ferently from his Name to the Annual Communications, they 
believed it to be a Forgery and Applicants Imposters. 

They wish to be immediately informed respecting it, and 
that publicity may be given to this Act of Villany. 

The Grand Secretary stated that in answer to the said Let- 
ters, he- informed the Grand Lodge of Ohio in substance that 
the Certificate aforesaid was a Forgery, And that if the Grand 
Lodge of Ohio were desirous of prosecuting the said Anthoni 
Longenotto and I. Koch, and would inform this Grand Lodge 
what documents would be necessary for that purpose, they 
should be procured and transmitted to them. 

Whereupon, on Motion made and Seconded, Resolved, that 
the Grand Secretary communicate the information contained 
in the said Letters to all the Lodges under the Jurisdiction of 
this Grand Lodge, and that he also insert it in the Annual 
Communication.

The Committee appointed to inquire respecting illegal 
Masonic Meetings, and to whom was referred the Letter of 
John Bower, E., made Report, which was read and is in the 
words following, to wit : 

“The Committee appointed by the Grand Lodge of the 
“ State of Pennsylvania to make inquiry whether or not any 
“ Masons under the Jurisdiction of said Grand Lodge were in 
“the habit of meeting an Association held in Filbert Street, 

“ Beg leave to report, That upon inquiry they were informed 
“that Charles I. Brook, formerly of Lodge N°* 2, and Pennel 
“ Beale,, formerly of Lodge N°- 67, were in the habit of attend- 
“ ing said assemblage, upon which they were summoned to 
“ appear before your Committee on Saturday, 27 th Ins**’ before 
“whom they appeared and declared that they had not visited 
“ said Association but were in membership with them, neither 
“did they consider that the Grand Lodge had any controul 
“ over them, (as they had withdrawn from their respective 
“ Lodges some time since.) They assert that the association is 
“founded upon as Legal Masonic Principles as the Grand 
“ Lodge of Pennsylvania or any other Lodge in the United 
“States. They stile themselves an Independent Lodge, and 
“assume to themselves the power of making Masons and 
“granting privileges to form associations (called by them 
“Lodges). There are now four different numbers branched 
“ from them and are about forming as they term it, a Grand 
“ Lodge, and proceed in defiance of the Grand Lodge of the 
“ State of Pennsylvania.

The Committee on Bye Laws made Report on the Bye Laws 
of Lodge N°* 45, which was read and is in the words follow- 
ing, to wit : 

“ The Committee on Bye Laws have had under considera- 
“ tion the Bye Laws of Lodge N°- 45, held at Pittsburg, re- 
“ ferred to them, and make the following Report thereon, Viz : 

“ That they have attentively considered these Bye Laws, 
“ and would recommend a reference of them to the Lodge 
“ from whence they came for revision ; your Committee being 
“ persuaded that the notice they have taken and made, upon 
“the respective sections, will furnish a sufficient guide to the 
“ Lodge, by which they will be enabled to form a complete set 
“ of Bye Laws, adapted to their own views. Your Committee 
“ think it unnecessary in a Lodge to recapitulate regulations 
“ from the Ahiman Rezon, for the purpose of adopting them 
“ in the Bye Laws of a Lodge, as each regulation in that Book 
“ should be familiar to every Mason, and the rejecting them 
“ as your Committee have thought advisable, will render the 
“ Bye Laws less confused and more easily understood. 

“ Sect. II. Strike out this Section. The whole is provided 
“ for in Ahiman Rezon. Pages 51, 52, 53. 

“Sect. III. No mention is made in this Section as to the 
“ installing the Secretary and Treasurer, which must be done. 
“ The Master should be installed before S fc - John’s Day. 

“Sect. IY. Ahiman Rezon, (Page 48,) provides for fines in 
“ case the Brother has not previously served in the Office, in 
“ which he refuses to serve. As to the Tyler, which is one of 
“ the Officers alluded to, it is improper to select a Member of 
“ the Lodge to fill that station, and Ahiman Rezon points out 
“ the mode of selection, (page 58). Your Committee, however, 
“ suggest the propriety of striking out this Section, as experi- 
“ ence has proved that the imposing of fines have no good 
“tendency or effect. 

“ Sect. V. This Section may be struck out, as Ahiman Rezon, 
“ (page 54,) provides for this Case. 

“Sect. YI. The duties of the Treasurer are specified in 
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“ Ahiman Rezon, page 57. Fines also have no good tendency, 
“ as before remarked. 

“ Sect. VII. Strike out from the fourth, fifth and sixth lines 
“ from ‘ number 7 to 1 for each/ The Secretary's duties are 
“ also stated in Ahiman Rezon, on page 56. The same re- 
“ mark as to fines is also made as above. 

“ Sect. VIII. The Master should sign all orders upon the 
“ Treasurer, as it is his peculiar and bounden duty to see that 
“ the funds of the lodge be taken care of. Even tho’ the Lodge 
“ agree to the payment of a Bill, the order should be signed 
“ by the Master. 

“ Sect. IX. The Tyler's duty is treated of in Ahiman Rezon, 
“page 58, it is ‘ fixed by Custom and known to every Breth- 
“ ren/ Part of this Section is provided for in Section fifth. 
“ The words 1 residing within the length of a cable tow/ should 
“ at all events be stricken out. 

“ Sect. X. and Sect. XIV. This is nearly similar to Section 
“ the Tenth. The Lodge have the power to inflict their penal- 
“ ties upon offending brethren in the Lodge, when such cases 
“ occur as to call for the interference of the Lodge. It is 
“therefore recommended to amend Section the Tenth, and 
“strike out Section the Fourteenth. 

“Sect. XVI. The same observation and recommendation is 
“ made as respects this Section. 

“Sect. XVII. Your Committee recommend this Section to 
“ be left out, and refer to Ahiman Rezon, page 45, upon this 
“ Subject. 

“ Sect. XVIII. If the recommendation of your Committee 
“ is taken, this Section is useless. 

“ Sect. XIX. The dues to the Grand Lodge, and the register- 
“ ing of new Members are to be paid by the Lodges out of 
1 * their funds , and not out of their Charity funds ; and such dues 
“are not to be paid to the Charity fund of the Grand Lodge, 
“ but to the Grand Lodge, according to their regulations , and 
“not their Bye Laws . 

“Sect. XX. Strike out ‘a cable tow of the place of holding 
“the meetings/ and insert ‘the bounds/ 

“ Sect. XXI. The usage in the case provided for in this Sec- 
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“ tion is too well known to need any provision upon the Sub- 
ject. 

“ Sect. XXVII. Insert in Sixth line, between the words 
“‘out’ and ‘on Interest/ these words, *by Vote of the Ma- 
jority of the Lodge/ 

“ Your Committee recommend to the Brethren of Lodge N°- 
“ 45, to strike out all the regulations concerning the imposi- 
“ tion of fines, as they have frequently produced division in 
“ the Lodges. And they request that the above notice of the 
“ Bye Laws of Lodge N°* 45, be transmitted to that Lodge 
“ with the Bye Laws of the respective Lodges in this City, in 
“ which they will find the respective provisions which they 
“ would wish to adopt, expressed in few words and with pre- 
“ cision ; especially some of the lodges lately established, which 
“have had the benefit of the Bye Laws of those lodges estab- 
“ lished before them. It ought to be remembered, that Bye 
“ Laws should not be printed and published until they have 
“met with the sanction of the Grand Lodge.

He calls him- 
self “Charles de Cueta Maligni, Marquis de Montserat,” is 
about fifty-four years of age ; about six feet high ; dresses in 
black ; hair powdered and queued ; of uncommon genteel ap- 
pearance, and supports the air and manners of a well bred, 
well educated gentleman; in his speech mild, soft and per- 
suasive, with the Spanish accent ; he professes to have an 
acquaintance with the first Characters in this Country. Or- 
dered to be filed.

“ Dignities and Prerogatives. 

“ 3. That in their individual capacities, Knights Templars, 
“as component parts of Lodges, Grand Lodges, Holy Royal 
“ Arch Chapters, and Grand Holy Royal Arch Chapters are 
“ solemnly bound to Assist in carrying all their just rules and 
“ regulations into effect. 
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“4. That no Encampment of Knights Templars shall ever 
“ be recognized by this Grand Encampment who shall in- 
“ fringe upon, or will not obey the above fundamental Rules. 

“Resolved, That as a Mark of their very great respect,

“request the Grand Lodge to Rent us a Room in their New

The R. W. Grand Master laid before the Grand Lodge A 
Letter dated the 24 Ultimo, at Camp Brandywine, which he 
had received from Brother Joseph T. Clement, whom he had 
authorized by Dispensation to constitute Lodge N°- 140, in the 
Army of the United States, which was read and in substance 
stated, that he had not yet constituted the Lodge, and was 
waiting for the answer of the Brethren whether they would be 
constituted, that the Brethren did not expect to pay for the 
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Warrant and that they considered it a hard case, that Men 
undergoing so many privations as they did in pecuniary and 
other various ways, should be subjected to a charge which it 
was inconvenient on the part of the Majority and which would 
effectually exclude from the benefits of Masonry, (at a time 
especially when the advantages of Masonry are to be exercised,) 
the worthy but indigent soldier. 

Whereupon, the Grand Lodge having maturely considered 
the peculiar situation of the Brethren in Camp, it was, On 
Motion made and Seconded, Unanimously Resolved, that the 
Grand Lodge relinquish the Cost of the Warrant of Lodge 
N°* 140, and of the dispensation to constitute said Lodge. 

The Grand Secretary declared that he also relinquished his 
Fee on the Warrant and on the Dispensation. 

An Appeal was read from C H , appealing from a 

Vote of suspension passed against him by Lodge N°* 139, which 
on Motion made and Seconded, was referred to a Committee 
consisting of Brothers Michael Nisbet, Tho s - Pearson and A. C. 
Ireland, to examine and Report thereon. 

An Appeal was read from T T , appealing from a 

Vote of expulsion passed against him by Lodge N°* 81. There 
being no Evidence before the Grand Lodge that Lodge N°- 81, 
had been notified of the Appeal, it was ordered to lie on the 
Table. 

A Letter was receiv’d and read from Bro. Ezra Doty formerly 
Master of the late Lodge N°- 68, Vacated for the delinquency, 
whereby it appeared that the operations of the said Lodge had 
ceased since the Summer of 1807, which Letter was ordered 
to lay on the Table. 

The Committee of Correspondence made Report on the 
Communication from the Grand Lodge of Louisiana which 
was read, and on Motion made and Seconded, it was ordered 
that the Report be returned to the Committee to make a more 
explicit Report. 

The Committee of Correspondence made Report on the 
Communication referred to them from the Grand Lodge of 
Ohio, which was read and on Motion made and Seconded, it 
was ordered to be returned to the Committee to make a more 
explicit Report.

“ Members of the W. Lodge * Les Vertus Theologales, N°* 103/ 
“ held at Havanna, to submit to the consideration of the Grand 
“ Lodge the following statement of their past and present Cir- 
cumstances, (to wit): Since about Eight Years the said 
“ Lodge has been constituted, they have not ceased to experi- 
“ ence all possible difficulties and persecutions from the Con- 
“ stituted Authorities of the Country, and from the Treachery 
“ of some persons who, it is to be presumed, had only become 
“ Masons for the most sinister purposes. Several of their Offi- 
“ cers and Worthy Members have been much injured in their 
“ property, have lost their situations and were obliged to quit 
“ the Country. Many of the Brethren were kept from attend- 
“ ing the Lodge by the constant fear of being discouraged, &c. ; 
“ few more Zealous and faithful Brethren seized every Oppor- 
“ tunity of Meeting to console One another and to endeavour 
“to keep up the Brotherly communications and to increase 
“their Numbers. Their Warrant and Minutes Book, &c., 
“were destroyed by Fire to prevent their falling in the Hands 
“ of Government. Their Seal was found and carried away, 
“ but was secretly restored by the interference of some good 
“ unknown friends of the Craft. 

“ The Brethren have notwithstanding and through perse- 
“ verance succeeded in Uniting together between Thirty and 
“ Forty Members, &c. They proceeded to the Election of Offi- 
“ cers in June last, 5814, and upon the representation made 
“ by me their Proxy and our worthy Bro T - Pedro Duler in 
“November or December last, to the then R. W. Grand 
“Master, Bro. Richard Tybout, he was pleased to grant the 
“ Lodge N°- 103, his Dispensation to continue their works, &c., 
“ Notwithstanding the loss of their Warrant, until the pleasure 
“ of the Grand Lodge should be made known to them. They 
“ have received the said Dispensation and are acting under it. 
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“ The Lodge is composed of the most respectable persons of 
“ the place, and there is no doubt they will do Honor to the 
“ Grand Lodge of Pennsylvania. I have acquainted the Lodge 
“ that no Dues were ever remitted to the Grand Lodge, and 
“ that they must be paid. The present Members are almost 
“ all New Members, the Old Ones not daring to meet and 
“ some have entirely withdrawn until they find the Times 
“ more secure, &c. The Lodge offers to pay the R. W. Grand 
“ Lodge One Hundred Dollars, which they have forwarded to 
“ Bro r< Duler, and hope the Grand Lodge will accept of the 
“sum in full of their Dues to S tm John’s Day last, promising 
“ at the same Time to endeavour by all the prudent means in 
“their power to recover from some former Officers, and especi- 
“ ally from a late W. Master, the different sums they have re- 
ceived, and to send to the Grand Lodge from the first 
“Monies they may have recovered, such further sum as may 
“ be judged adequate to the Dues which have accrued and re- 
“ main unpaid. They promise to be punctual in future to 
“ pay all their Dues, And they will never cease to offer their 
“most fervent prayers to the Supreme Architect for the pros- 
“ perity of the R. W. Grand Lodge of Pennsylvania, and the 
“ individual happiness of all the Brethren.

“ gales, N°* 103.

“ To the R. W. Grand Lodge of Pennsylvania and Masonic 
“ Jurisdiction thereunto belonging : 

“ The Grand Master Reports, 

“ That in obedience to the Duties of the High Trust 
“ confided in him, he conceived it his bounden Duty to Visit 
“ all the Lodges in and near the City. He accordingly re- 
“ quested the Grand Officers to attend him for that purpose. 
“ The request was met with the utmost cheerfulness and 
“ promptitude, and notwithstanding the Duty of Visiting 
“ Thirty Lodges in almost Nightly succession, some of them a 
“ considerable distance from Town, became very onerous and 
“was attended with many privations and sacrifices, their 
“ Fidelity, Attention and Zeal for the Interests of the Craft 
“insured a punctuality of attendance unexampled in any 
“ former Grand Visitations, and for which they are entitled to 
“the highest commendation. To the Grand Secretary, on 
“ whom the Labours of the Grand Visitation fell particularly 
“ heavy, the Grand Master is Warranted in saying, that much 
“ of the utility of the Grand Visitations is owing to the Zeal 
“and Ability with which he has discharged his highly im- 
portant Office. The Book of Minutes of each Lodge was 
“submitted to his inspection and due Report made to the 
“ Grand Master, this Report was read in each Lodge by the 
“ Grand Secretary and commented on by the Grand Master, 
“and then handed to the Master to be inserted on the 
“ Minutes. Owing to the length of Time which had elapsed 
“ since a Grand Visitation has taken place, and the 111 Health 
“ of the Grand Secretary, the examination of the Book of 
“ Minutes could not be as thoroughly made as the Grand 
“Master would have wished. But he trusts sufficient of Ex- 
“ animation and corrective remark have been made to guard 
“ the Lodges against falling into any very gross Errors. 

“To the assiduous and faithful discharge of the Office of 
“ Grand Pursuivant, much of the Comfort and pleasure which 
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“ the Grand Master and his Officers have experienced in the 
“ Grand Visitations is to be attributed. The Grand Master 
“ declares it as his own, and is Authorized in saying it is like- 
“ wise the Opinion of the Grand Officers that such is the fact, 
“ and that collectively and individually they feel themselves 
“ under great obligations to that Brother for his indefatigable 
“ industry and the correct and dignified manner in which he 
“ discharged the Duties of his Station. 

“ In the Circular Charge which the Grand Master thought 
“it his Duty to Address to the several Lodges which he 
“ Visited, he conceived it proper to awaken their Attention to 
“the real Nature and objects of the Institution, and to con- 
“ vey to them in a spirit of Candour and Justice, such Advice 
“ and Caution as to him seemed best Adapted to promote the 
“ lasting Welfare and respectability of the Craft. In almost 
“ every instance the Book of Minutes appeared to have been 
“ kept with regularity and in some with great Beauty. In 
“ One Case only this important Book was not brought up to 
“ the Time of Meeting. But the rough Book was correct and 
“ the Master of the Lodge promised to have the Omission at- 
tended to and some other irregularities which were noticed 
“ in that Lodge corrected in future. The Grand Master notes 
“ with great pleasure that an increasing Zeal and Activity in 
“ the work of the Craft is beginning to prevail in most of the 
“Lodges which he has Visited. The Lodges*of the City are 
“ generally increasing in Numbers, and he hopes that when 
“ the Changes in the Chairs are less frequent the Beauty of 
“ their Labours will be much improved. From the work that 
“ has been exhibited in his presence, he has no hesitation in 
“ pronouncing that there are some Masters and Past Masters 
“ now in the Institution surpassing in the Correctness, Dignity 
“and Beauty of Work, any that to his knowledge have pre- 
“ ceeded them. In all the Lodges the Grand Officers have 
“ been received with the Affection and Respect which was due 
“the Representatives of their August Alma Mater. The 
“ Charges, recommendations and Corrections were received as 
“the Mandates of this respectable Grand Lodge, and the most 
“ implicit Obedience was solemnly promised on the part of 
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“ every subordinate Lodge, thus evidencing at once the 
“ Beauty, Order and Harmony of Our Noble Institution, 

“ Upon the whole the Grand Master doubts not that the 
“ Visitations will be accompanied with the most salutary 
“effects, that Zeal and Industry will improve the Labours of 
“ the Lodges and increase their Numbers, that Caution in the 
“Admission of Members will add to their respectability, And 
“that a high reverence for this Body, the only legitimate 
“ source of Masonic Light and Authority in our State, will as 
“ a Master Spring regulate all their proceedings and present a 
“wonderful Machine, perfect in all its parts, moving with 
“ stately magnificence, the Glory of Masons and the Admira- 
“ tion of their Fellow Citizens, 

“The appearance of Respectability, correct deportment and 
“ Affectionate Attention which were exhibited in the Country 
“ Lodges that have been visited, were highly gratifying to the 
“ Grand Master. They all merited the highest commendation 
“ but one, and the Errors noticed in that will no doubt be 
“soon amended. In the Germantown Lodge the Grand 
“ Master noticed with peculiar pleasure a Lecturing Lodge is 
“ established. And will not the Grand Lodge of Pennsylvania 
“pay Attention to this important subject? Surely they 'will. 
“Soon we shall behold a Lecturing Lodge in this City which 
“will Act in the Masonic Hemisphere as the Glorious Orb of 
“ Day in the Physical World, at once enlightening, animating 
“ and fructifying everything within the sphere of its influence. 

“ The Grand Master has great pleasure in announcing that 
“ the Bristol Lodge with Characteristic Zeal for the Order, 
“ have at a Considerable Expence, lately fitted up an elegant 
“ Building, containing a Lodge and refreshment Room, with 
“a Basement Story. He may truly say its foundation is 
“ Charity, for he has learnt, and to the Honour of that Lodge 
“be it spoken, the basement Story has become the residence 
“ of Two Widows who are permitted to dwell in it free of Ex- 
“ pence. At the respectful invitation of this Lodge, the Grand 
“ Master accompanied by his Grand Officers and the Reverend 
“ Brothers Allison, Patterson and Ogilvie, and a considerable 
“ Number of Worthy Past Masters from this City proceeded to 
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“ that Town on Saturday last, to assist in a solemn Dedication 
“ and Consecration of the Building. The procession and Cere- 
“ monies which took place on the Occasion were Honoured 
“ with the presence of the Grand Officers of New Jersey and 
“many respectable Brethren from Neighbouring Lodges. 
“ The Procession first proceeded to the Church, where after 
“ prayers, Thanksgiving and Praise to the Supreme Architect, 
“ a highly impressive and eloquent discourse was delivered by 
“our lately Initiated Brother, the Reverend Bro r - Ogilvie. 
“ After this the Procession moved to the New Hall where the 
“usual Ceremonies were performed in solemn form. The 
“Day was closed in social but temperate enjoyment and 
“Brotherly Affection. 

“ It is with much sorrow the Grand Master has to notice

“beloved Past Deputy Grand Master, Peter Le Barbier 
“ Duplessis. In this Providential Visitation our Institution 
“ has experienced no common loss. His Zeal for the Order 
“ was unbounded, his Industry in its cause unceasing, and his 
“ Wisdom and Experience in Masonry seldom if ever excelled. 
“ May his memory be dear to every true Mason. May his 
“Masonic attainments remain an Exemplar of Honourable 
“Ambition, and may the suddenness of his departure teach 
“ us that we are all hastening to that Bourne from which no 
“ Traveller returns. The Grand Master need hardly say that 
“ every Masonic Honour which was in the power of the Grand 
“ Lodge was paid to the Memory of the Deceased, nor that the 
“ solemnity of the Funeral Ceremonies and good Conduct of 
“ the Brethren were such as reflected great Credit on the In- 
“ stitution. 

“It was the Grand Masters intention to have embraced 
“ several other important matters in this Communication, but 
“ his necessary Avocations prevented his Attention to the sub- 
ject until a very short period before it was necessary to be 
“present here. Among them are the Adult School, a plan 
“ for establishing an Institution for the protection and Educa- 
“ tion of the Female Orphans of Deceased Brethren, and a 
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“plan for a New refreshment Room, &c., &c. They will how- 
“ ever meet due attention. One subject however he cannot 
“ pass over at the present time. He has within the past year 
“had a full Opportunity of Witnessing the great Labour and 
“ Fatigue which is imposed by the Duties of the Office on the 
“Grand Secretary, His Ability and Industry are unques- 
“ tioned. It then becomes matter of serious enquirey, is he 
“sufficiently remunerated? In the Opinion of the Grand 
“ Master he is not. It is therefore respectfully submitted to 
“ the Grand Lodge whether a Committee ought not to be Ap- 
“ pointed to enquire into the premises and take such Order as 
“ to them may appear just. 

“When by Your suffrages I was Honoured with the super- 
“ intendance of this distinguished Society, conscious of in- 
“ capacity to perform the Duties that must devolve upon me 
“in an adequate manner, I solicited your indulgence for 
“ Errors that might result from want of knowledge ; but as- 
“ sured you I should not fail in exertions, sensible of being 
“ animated with the Warmest Zeal to supply every deficiency 
“ to the utmost of my power. I am well convinced that in 
“ many respects I have fallen much short of the object I aimed 
“ at, but never from a Moment’s indifference or a lessening of

“ My private Avocations will not suffer me to continue in

“ which it has pleased God to unite the Hearts and the Hands 
“ of so many Christians of all denominations throughout the 
“World. We remain with great Consideration, Your Obedi-
